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THE WORK OF THE HOUSE 


VOTING ON BILLS UNDER SUSPEN- 
SIONS OF THE RULES. 


@HE MILITIA BILL REJECTED BY A LARGE 
MAJORITY — PROTECTION FOR PUR- 
CHASERS : OF PATENTED ARTICLES—A 
TIMBER CLAIM DEFEATED—THE M’GAR- 
RAHAN BILL NOT TAKEN UP. 


*'Wasninoton, May 15.—Only one bill of 
importance was passed to-day under a suspen- 


sion of the rules and several which deserve 
more careful consideration than 'can be given 
in a 30 minutes’ debate were rejected by de- 
visive votes. On the the third Monday of the 
month the committees are called for motions 


which have been authorized by a committee 


vote. Taking up the roll where it had been 


dropped on the third Monday in April, the first 
to be called was the Committee on Militia. This 
rommittee asked for the passage of the bill for 
the organization of the Militia, a bill containing 
26 sections and covering 14 pages. It provides 


for the enrollment of every able-bodied male 


ritizen between the ages of 18 and 45, and rec- 


pgnizes the regularly uniformed and enlisted 
troops of the several States as the active Militia 
pr National Guard. The remainder of the en- 
rolled men are the Reserve Militia, not subject 
to military duty except when called into ac- 


tive service by act of Congress, but the Nation- 


nl Guard may be ordered on active duty by 
the President for a period not exceeding 12 
months. For arms, equipments, stores, &c., 
pn appropriation of $1,000;000 per annum is 
provided. The bill was opposed by several 
members. Mr. Springer declared that it au- 
thorized the President to begin war and carry 
iIton fora year without the consent of Con- 


gress. Mr. Speer, of Georgia, regarded it as 
pne of the most dangerous and insidious of 
propesitions, and attacked the provisions for 
drilling and instruction which would ‘take 
the sturdy yeomen of Georgia from the plow- 
handle and the cotton field in time of peace.” 
The House rejected the bill by a yea and nay 
vote of 61 to 138, which was a two-thirds vote 
In the wrong direction. The fate of the com- 
mittee’s motion indicates that the bill cannot 
be passed in this Congress. 

r. Caswell, of the Committee on Patents, 
nasked for the passage of an important bill 
intended for the protection of innocent pur- 
chasers of patented articles. An attempt was 
made to pass a similar bill in the last Congress. 
Legislation is desired because of the persecu- 
tion of farmers and others in the West and in 
some parts of the East by combinations who 
demand royalties for the use of certain 
articles which the farmers have _ inno- 
cently bought of traveling salesmen. 
Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, declared in the 
course of the debate that men went through 
the country selling the patented articles to 
farmers and were followed by the owners of 
the patents, in collusion with them, who gave 
the tarmers the choice of paying from $10 to 
825 royalty or being taken to the United States 
Court, perhaps 200 miles away, to answer at 
great expense in a suit for infringement. A 
bill tor the protection of these purchasers 
as originally introduced as a result of 
the action of the owners of the driven well 
patent, which was very extensively used 
throughout the country, and the buyers of the 
weils have since been reinforced by the buyers 
of barbed wire fences. The bill reported from 
the committee and presented for passage pro- 
vides: ‘* That no action for damages or pro- 
ceeding in equity shall be sustained, nor 
phall the party be held liable under sec- 
tions 4,919 or 4,921 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, for the use of any patent- 
ed article or device, when it shall appear on 
the trial that the defendant in such action or 

roceeding* purchased said article for a valua- 

le consideration in the open market.” The 
bill was opposed by Messrs. Robinson, of Mas- 
sachusetts, Rice, Reed, and Hewitt. It was 
admitted by these gentlemen that the inno- 
cent purchasers should be protected against 
the persecution to which they have been 
subjected, but they asserted that the bill, 
while it would protect the farmers, would re- 
move the protection which the law now af- 
fords to inventors, It would protect the great 
corporations who desired to use valuable pat- 
ents without paying for them. Mr. Rice de- 
clared that it would tear up, root and branch, 
the entire system of laws for the protection of 
inventors and cause great confusion and in- 
justice. It would allow the user of a patented 
device to defy prosecution, although 
he might have known all the time 
that he was_ guilty of infringement. 
Mr. Robinson directed the attention of the 
House to the provision of the Constitution 
that the inventor should have an exclusive 
right to his discoveries, and urged members to 
postpone the vote. He would join the com.nit- 
tee in securing a day for the proper considera- 
tion of the bill. Mr. Reed made an eloquent ap- 
pealin behalf of the inventor, to whose genius 
the Nation owed so much. The bill would 
repeal the patent laws, and the wrongs 
suffered by the farmers were small 
in comparison with the injury that 
would be caused by such an enactment. Mr. 
Caswell defended the bill and asserted that 
unless some legislation of the kind should be 
secured a popular uprising would overthrow 
the whole system of patent laws. The disorder 
which prevailed in the House while the bill 
was under consideration was so great that it 
was difficult to understand any of the speakers. 
The bill was passed by a yea and nay vote of 
155 to 48. 

The War Claims Committee offered as its pet 
measure a bill to give Mrs, Sally Carroll $20,- 
000 for timber cut from the Carroll farm at 
Sligo, north of Washington, by the Union 
army. Some of this timber was used in 
building Fort Slocum, and the remainder was 
cut down so that it might not obstruct the 
view. The committee allowed 10 cents a cubic 
foot for the timber and 33 50a cord for 2,000 
cordsof wood. Mr. Geddes killed this bill by 
showing that claims of the same kind had been 
rejected by the committee, and that the 
passage of this bill would open the door to 
others, involving hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. Several years ago a few of this kind 
were passed and were vetoed by President 
Grant. The bill was defended by Messrs. 
Hooper, of Mississippi, and Robertson, of 
Louisiana, while two or three Republican 
members seemed to be indusiriously canvass- 
ing for votes. The House refused to pass it 
by a vote of 38 to 140. 

The Committee on Private Land Claims did 
not present the McGarrahan bill, but chose to 
submit, through Mr. Hazelton, a bill to con- 
firm the Cafion de Chama Mexican grant, in 
New-Mexico. The history of other grants of 
this kind, notably the Maxweil grant, in the 
same Territory, led the House to regard this 
with some suspicion, Mr. Springer showed 
that it contained 472,000 acres of land. The 
evidence before the committee had_ been 
ex parte, of necessity, and it would be un- 
wise to pass so important a bill under 
B® suspension of the rules, In the past great 
scandals had arisen out of such cases. Mr. 
Reagan contended that if the report submitted 
by the committee were true the grant did not 
need confirmation. He wanted to hear from 
the adverse claimant, 1f there were any. Mr. 
Hazelton defended the bill, and in the course 
of his remarks was indiscreet in his treatment 
of Mr. Dwight, of New-York, who had 
the temerity to ask him a question for the pur- 
pose of getting additional information about 
the claim. At the close of the debate Mr. 
Dwight secured unanimous consent to make 
ashort reply, and in a few words he not only 
disposed of Mr. Hazelton, but also forcibly 
presented his objections to the bill. The House 
then rejected tbe bill by a vote of 41 to 124. 

When Mr. Neal asked for the passage of a 
very long bill relating to the collection of taxes 
in the District of Columbia, Mr. Randall sug- 
gested that it would be well to adjourn. The 
motion was lost, but Mr. Neal had to with- 
draw his bill because Mr. Randall cruelly in- 
sisted that it should be read. After this very 
little business was transacted. The Librarian 
of Congress was authorized to receive a 
library of 20,000 volumes from Dr. Joseph 
M. Toner, of this city, upon condition 
that it should be separated from the 
maim’. library and be known as 
the Toner Collection. It is also stipulated 
that separate alcoves are to be provided for it, 
but it is not easy to see where these are to be 
found, for a great part of the Congressional

THE NEW-YORK SENATORS AT WAR, 


MR, LAPHAM OPPOSES MR. MILLER’S ROCH- 


ESTER POST OFFICE BILL, 


Wasnineron, May. 15.—The Senators 
from all the States except New-York were not 
a little astonished and amused this morning 
by a short brush between Mr. Miller and Mr, 


Lapham, One of the first bills to come up 


under the Anthorny rule was that introduced 


by Mr. Miller, providing for the erection of a 
public building at Rochester. When the bill 
was announced Mr. Lapham, who had evi- 
dently been watching for 1t, promptly rose and 
objected to its consideration, Under the An- 


thony rule a single objection will prevent 


consideration of a bill in that order of 


business. Mr, Miller asked why objection was 
made, and Mr. Lapham responded that a 
House bill for the same purpose was still under 
consideration in_the Committee on Public 
Buildings. Mr. Rollins,, of that committee, 
hastened to announce that he had been directed 
to report the bill, Still Mr. Lapham, to the 
continued surprise of the Senate, interposed his 
objection, and, as the presiding officer inti- 
mated in ruling the bill out of order, that it 
would save time to wait until the House bill 
could be reported, Mr. Miller allowed the bill 
to go over without prejudice, although he 
had made a_ motion for a vote to 
take it up in spite of Mr. Lapham’s He gg sem 
The House bill was introduced by Mr, Van 
Voorhis, and both he and Mr, Miller were pre- 
pared for Mr, Lapham’s objection. He op- 
posed the bill last Spring in the House—not on 
the ground of economy, but because he feared 
that the construction of a Court-house in Roches- 
ter might result in the removal of the Circuit 
Court, now held at Canandaigua, to the other 
and larger city. It is understood that the 
lessee of the Arcade Building, in Rochester, 
in which the Post Office is now situated, is 
very much opposed to the erection of the pro- 
posed Post Office and Court-house, while the 
people of Rochester are very anxious to have 
a new building. The House bill will probably 
be taken up and passed to-morrow. 


THE STAR ROUTE PROSECUTIONS. 

Wasuineton, May 15.—When the ab- 
sence of John W. Dorsey caused the Govern- 
ment to ask for a postponement of the trial of 
the star route cases on Thursday, May 4, the 
court decided that a beginning should be made 
to-morrow. Since that time witnesses have 
gone before the Grand Jury in these cases, and 
the Government intends again to include 
Refdell in the list of defendants. Counsel 
for the Government say to-night that they 
have not heard from John W. Dorsey. The 
Denver newspapers are in error concern- 
ing ex-Senator Dorsey. He is not in Col- 
orado or New-Mexico, but in this city, 
and was present with his counsel in court on 
May 4. The Government has a large number 
of witnesses from the West in this city. 
Among those who appeared before the Grand 
Jury to-day was ex-Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh, and it is expected that ex-Postmaster- 
General James will testify to-morrow. What 
will occur in court to-morrow cannot now be 
foreseen, Mr. Merrick told THE TiMEs’s cor- 
respondent this evening that the trial would 
certainly take place this Spring, and would 
probably be completed by July 4.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 15, 1882. 

Mr, Shipherd has been summoned to appear 
before the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
on Wednesday. 

It is asserted that ex-Congressman Daggett, 
of Nevada, will be appointed Minister to the 
Sandwich Islands. 

The Tariff Commission bill was signed by the 
President to-day. The appointments under 
this bill will be considered at the Cabinet meet- 
ing to-morrow. 

If the Committee on Ways and Means had 
been reached to-day, a motion would have been 
made to pass, under a suspension of the rules, 
the bill fixing the terms of Collectors of lnter- 
nal Revenue at four years. 

Mr. Hewitt introduced a bill in the House to- 
day, by request, providing that every person 
who destroys any wild animal or game, except 
for purposes of human food, shall forfeit all 
the implements, guns, and ammunition in his 
possession, and shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable with fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, 

Mr. Bliss, of New-York, introduced in the 
House to-day a bill providing for the removal 


of the navy-yard from Brooklyn, and the sale 
of the grounds and buildings. He also pre- 
sented a petition and communication from the 
Mayor of that city and resolutions of its Com- 
mon Council in favor thereof; all of which 
were referred to the Committee on Appropri- 
ations. The bill provides that if a new yard 
shall be established it shall be as convenient as 


. practicable to the port of New-York. 


A paragraph in the River and Harbor bill 
provides ‘*‘ that hereafter nosurvey of a river 


or harbor shall be made by the Secretary of 
War until after the latter shall have detailed 
the local engineer to make a preliminary ex- 
amination of said river or harbor and reported 
upon the question whether there is any good 
reason or justification for making the proposed 
survey.”? This provision will, it is Saileved. 
prevent the expenditure of much labor and 
money in preliminary surveys of creeks and 
inlets. One member asked the committee last 
week to provide in the bill for 20 of these sur- 
veys. 

Stillwell H. Russell, United States Marshal 
for the Western District of Texas, was arrest- 


ed in this city to-day for presenting fraudulent 
expense accounts in connection with the trans- 
portation of nine prisoners from San Antonio, 
Texas, to Chester, Ill. He traveled on free 
railroad passes and charged full fare, and also 
chargedfor guards never employed. The case 
was investigated by Special Agents Tidball 
and Bowman. False items to the amount of 
more than $1,000 were discovered in his ac- 
counts. it is understood that several Deputy 
Marshals and some private banks are implicat- 
ed in this fraud. Russell was released on $2,000 
bond, Robert G. Ingersoll, his counsel, becom- 
ing bis bondsman. 


It was learned to-day authoritatively that a 
decision upon the Guiteau exceptions will be 


rendered by the District Supreme Court next 
Monday, and that it will be unanimous. There 
is no longer any doubt that it will overrule all 
the exceptions and consequently affirm the 
sentence of the court below. It is understood 
that one of the Judges was inclined to attach 
much importance to the question raised 
against the competency of Mrs. Dun- 
mire’s testimony, and that another mem- 
ber of the court found’ considerable diffi- 
culty in coming to an agreement with his col- 
leagues on the question of jurisdiction; but 
although these two Judges may perhaps take 
occasion to express opinions in some degree 
dissenting from their colleagues on these points, 
the decision itself will, as above stated, be 
unanimous, 


A bill was introduced in the Senate to-day 
by Mr. Morrill as a substitute for the House 


bill relative to bonded spirits. In the measure 
prepared by him and Mr. Bayard under instruc- 
tions given by the Finance Committee, the ma- 
terial changes made in the House bill are the 
provisions fixing the maximum bonded period 
at tive years: fixing the bond at an amount 
equal to the tax uponthe maximum amount 
of spirits placed in bond, and relative to al- 
lowance for leakage. The maximum period 
for which leakage shall be allowed is fixed at 
five years, and the maximum amount at seven 
and one-half gallons, which is the same 
amount allowed for three y earsin the House bill. 
The allowance for two months or a fraction 
thereof is fixed at one gallon; for three, four, 
and five months, one and one-halt gallons, and 
soon to seven and one-half gallons, which is 
the allowance for from 55 to 60 months. The 
benefit of this provision for leakage is also ex- 
tended to spirits made from grapes and fruits. 
The substitute also contains a provision to 
guard against fraud in the transportation of 
spirits from distillery warehouses to bonded 
warebanseg

THE BONDED SPIRITS BILL 


MR. BHOK RIDICULES SECRETARY 
FOLGER'S LETTER. 


THE INTERNAL REVENUE SYSTEM DECLARED 
TO BE SO PERFECT THAT FRAUD IS IM- 
POSSIBLE—THE ALLEGED CORRUPTION 
FUND OF $600,000. 

Wasuineton, May 15.—The Senate list- 


ened for two hours to-day to speeches on the 
Bonded Spirits bill, which has been the theme 


of so much talk in some of the newspapers and 
the text for a long letter by Secretary Folger. 
Mr. Beck last week introduced a resolution on 
the subject, which he called up to-day, and 
then read a written speech in support of his 


proposition for an early disposition of the ques- 
tion. Mr. Beck went over the history of internal 


revenue legislation by Congress to secure the 
payment of taxes on whisky or distilled spir- 
its, and presented an argument, bristling with 
figures, to show that the internal revenue sys- 
tem has become so perfect that it is now prac- 


tically impossible to defraud the Government 


after spirits have once been deposited in 


bonded warehouses, even going so far as to 
say that the chances of fraud against the Gov- 
ernment were one in a hundred. If his 
assertions were true, he desired to know 
what would become of the clamor of 


Secretary Foiger and others as to the chances of 


fraud. He differed entirely from the Secreta- 


ry of the Treasury in the statement made by 
him in his letter to the Finance Committe, 
and said he felt competent to prove that the 
Secretary was wrong in most of his assump- 
tions, and there was no truth in his position. 
Even collusion of keepers and gaugers would 
be insufficient to hide an attempt at fraud 
in the collection of the revenue on bonded 
spirits, so complete were the precautions 
against it and so severe the penalties. The 
Secretary’s statements about the loss of $67,- 
000,000 in revenue by the passage of the 
Distilled Spirits bill were ridiculed. Mr. 
Beck said he was so amazed that he con- 
cluded that the Secretary did not know 
what he was talking about, and he inti- 
mated that if the holders of the 76,000,000 
gallons of spirits in bond wished to escape 
taxation they might do so by with- 
drawing the spirits for export. He generally 
complained of the injustice of the tax on 
spirits as being a conspicuous discrimination 
against one business interest, in which he as- 
serted that many men as high-minded and of 
as strict integrity as any in the country were 
engaged, It seemed a palpable wrong to him 
when the tax was reduced to 50 cents a gallon 
and then advanced to 90. Nothing but the 
necessity for preventing frauds could account 
for such a tax. 

In the course of his remarks he paid a com- 
pliment to the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, who had, he said, commended the House 
bill, which is now in the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, This bill, he said, only proposed to 
retain a portion of the old Excise law in re- 
quiring the payment of tax on spirits con- 
sumed, rather than on the amount held and 
not used. He spoke of the injury inflicted 
upon the business of the distillers by prom- 
ises made in tariff conventions that the tax 
should be revised, and said the effect had been 
to disturb the business seriously by affecting 
contracts and limiting the demand toa hand 
to mouth supply. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who had undertaken to advise the Finance 
Committee not to pass the bill, was undoubted- 
ly a good lawyer and a thoroughly honest man, 
but in this matter he was entirely ignorant. 
Somebody had scared him with stories about a 
great whisky ring. Mr. Beck believed that 
the tax of 90 cents had made the consumption 
of spirits fully 40 per cent. less than it would 
have been if the tax had been kept at 50 cents. 
Although he admitted that $600,000 had been 
raised by the liquor men for the purpose of 
protecting their interests, he scouted the idea 
that it had been used to corrupt Congress. 

Mr. Morrill followed Mr. Beck, and de- 
fended the position of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. He was not unwilling, however, to 
see the bill reported with an amendment ex- 
tending the time proposed by the House bill. 
Mr. Bayard, who characterized the debate as 
anomalous, wanted the Senate to wait until a 
sub-committee composed of himself and Mr. 
Morrill could report, as they expected to be 
able to do to-morrow. 

Mr, Windom, who thought he had been put 
in a false position by statements made by Mr. 
Bayard as to grave charges said to have been 
made by a Senator in regard to the way the 
bill passed the House, said he had made no 
such charges, while he had declared that he 
had learned from high authority that money 
had been raised to promote the passage of the 
bill in the House. From the admissions of the 
Senator from Kentucky it seemed that his 
statements had been partly justified. Believing 
as he did when he made his statement anc 
and as he did at this time, that the bill 
would opep the door for fraud wider than any 
measure he had known since he entered Con- 
gress, he thought the investigation called for 
ought to goon. Remarks had been made to 
show that money had been raised, and persons 
who were in the secret, as the Senator from 
Kentucky was, probably knew what it was 
for. If he was mistaken, no man would admit 
his error more readily than he. The debate 
was closed at 4:30 by a motion to go into ex- 
ecutive session. 

SakebAlieetieais 
DECEPTIVE DUTCH CLAIMS. 

Wasuineton, May 15.—Consul Eekstein, 
of Amsterdam, reports that his efforts to pre- 
vent the deception of American citizens by 
persons who lead them to believe that they can 


secure vast fortunes in Holland left by their 
ancestors there, promise to be successful. 
He says: ** Certain organizations at 
home and their agents abroad, who, 
by willful misrepresentations, have kept 
this matter alive for so many _ years, 
appear now to find their business less produc- 
tive than formerly, as their dupes have been 
enlightened and their delusions dispelled. Let- 
ters on this subject are now rarely received at 
this consulate, but a year ago there was hardly 
a mail which did not bring a number of them. 
It is to be hoped that no American citizens 
will, in the future, waste time or money in an- 
ticipation of recovering any old Dutch claims, 
concerning which they have already allowed 
themselves to be imposed upon too long.”

Last week the_ case 
Was Called up in executive session, and the discus- 
sion anda vote taken on adjournment indicated 
that the Massachusetts Senators had accomplished 
more than was expected of them. The greater 
part of to-day’s session was occupied by the 
two Massachusetts Senators, who went over the 
points they had made. They asked for the rejec- 
tion of Worthington, on the ground that 
his confirmation would degrade the man- 
agement of the Custom-house to the level 
of the Simmons administration. They repeated 
their declarations tnat Worthington’s nomination 
was inspired by hostility to the great masses of the 
Republican Party of Massachusetts, and that it 
would be a tirebrand in the ranks of the party. In 
the course of their speeches they distinctly said 
that the nomination was made in opposition to the 
wishes of both Senators. 

When they had finished Senator Rollins, of New- 
Hampshire, took the floor and defended Worthing- 
ton. He directed attention to the fact 
that the Massachusetts Senators had cited 
the term of Collector Simmons as a _ pe- 
riod when civil service principles were dis- 
regarded and the Custom-house had been 
run as a political machine. He then asserted that 
Mr. Simmons had administered the Custom-house 
more economically than his successor, and that the 
business had never been conducted in a more 
thoroughly efficient and business-like manner. 
He read the petitions and statements of the busl- 
ness men of Boston, made at the time when Sim- 
mons was removed, praying for his retention, and 
showed that these appeals were stronger than those 
recently made by the merchants of Bosten for the 
retention of Beard. He then maintained the right 
of the President to make his appointments inde- 
pendent of the dictation of Senators, declared that 
not one fact derogatory of the character and in- 
tegrity of Mr. Worthington had been presented, 
and insisted that it was the plain duty of the Sen- 
ate under the circumstances to confira him. 

The Senators who voted against confimation 
were Messrs. Hoar, Dawes, Hawley, Platt, Miller 
of New-York, Sherman, Mitchell, Bayard, Sauls- 
bury, Williams, Vest, Pendleton, George, and Jones 
of Florida. Senator Aldrich would also have voted 
against the confirmation had he been present. 


Boston, May 15.—The Boston Civil Service 
Reform Association held a meeting this even- 
ing after the news of the confirmation 
of Col. Worthington as Collector of this 
port was received, and passea_ resolutions 
of disapproval of the action and calling 
upon the people of the State to elect, as their 
Representatives in the next Congress, only men 
who are honestly in sympathy with civil service 
reform, who will work for its advancement and 
will not aid in securing office for those opposed to 
it. The text of the resolutions is as follows: 


Resolved, That by the nomination and confirmation 
of Roland Worthington as Collector of the Port of 
3oston, the most important Federal office in 
New-England has been given to one who 
is chiefly known to the public as the 
principal proprietor and manager of a newspaper 
which has always been notorious for its outspoken 
ridicule and abuse of the cause of civil service reform 
and for its strenuous support of the spoils system. 

Resolved, That the )},000 business men of 
ton, whose petition in ald of civil service re- 
form has recently been presented to Con- 
gress, were entitied to more consideration 
than has been shown them, when one whom 
they have known mainly as the chief scoffer against 
the cause whose success they deem to be vi- 
tal to the future good government'§ and 
prosperity of the Nation is selected 
from their midst to fill the most conspicuous and im- 
portant Federal office in their city, an office where he 
will have power to put in practice the obnoxious theo- 
ries he has steadily maintained. 

Resolved, That the hundreds of thousands of earnest 
men all over the country who have hoped 
and labored that the repeated indorsements 
of civil service reform in party platforms 
and by public men might not prove to 
be merely empty winds, see in the elevation of Roland 
Worthington to the position of Collector of the 
Port of Boston an almost formal avowai by the 
President and by a majority of the Senate 
that they have noreal sympathy with the cause of 
civil service reform, and that from them no honest ef- 
forts in behalf of the cause can hereafter be expected. 

Resolved, That this association calls upon the people 
of Massachusetts to elect as their representatives in 
the next Congress ony men who are really and not in 
words only in sympathy with the cause of civil service 
reform, and will work for its advancement, and who 
will not aid in securing office for those who ridicule 
that cause and will disregard its principles in their 
official acts,

TWELVE PERSONS DROWNED. 
a os 
HEROIC BUT VAIN ATTEMPTS TO RESCUE A 
PLEASURE PARTY NEAR CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, May 15.—News reached the city 
this morning of a most mournful catastrophe 
which occurred last evening on Lake Calumet, 
near the beautiful town of Pullman. Sunday 
afternoon a sailing party was made up among the 
employes of the Pullman Car-works, 12 of 
whom embarked in a pleasure boat in 
charge of Capt. Napoleon Bucklin, an old 
and skillful sailor. ‘The trip was deemed 
dangerous by reason of the strong wind 
prevailing, and many were the attempts of those 
on shore to induce the party to abandon the 
voyage. In full daylight, a little before 7 o'clock, 
and in full view of a large number of people on 
shore, the boat was suddenly capsized, and its 12 
occupants were precipitated into the ice-cold water. 
Many attempts were made to go to the rescue, 
and, aftertwo boats had been swamped, a third 
put out in charge of a brave fellow named Bron- 
son, who had for his comrade an old man named 
Bramer, who knew  absolutel nothing about 
handling a boat. With great difficulty Bronson got 
his boat within 80 feet of the capsized buat, to 
which were clinging Capt. Bucklin, his two sons, 
and five or six others, Finding that he coulda get 
no nearer, Bronson sung out for all hands to swim 
toward his boat. Capt. Bucklin’s younger son, 
a lad of 12, made the attempt, but 
sank out of sight and was drowned 
when almost within Bronson’s reach. Capt. 
Bucklin now directed Bronson to steer straight on, 
and not attempt to come alongside, but, owing to 
Bramer’s ignorance of acquatic matters, he was 
more a hindrance than a help, and in trying to get 
nearer the wrecked boat, Bronson’s boom snapped, 
his sail ripped, and his helpless craft quickly sep- 
arated from the drowning party. Bronson’s boat, 
half-filled with water, drifted near the shore of the 
lake, and he and Bramer, more dead than alive, 
managed to wade ashore. 

All the men on Capt. Bucklin’s boat perished be- 
fore another boat could be got to them. The 
names of the lost are Capt. N. Bucklin and his two 
sons, John L. Smith, William H. Oliver, George 
Doerr, Charles F. Pierce, H. J. Moore, W. O. Burns, 
two men named Foster and Davis, and another 
man whose name could not be ascertained. All of 
the 12, excepting Capt. Bucklin’s younger son, 
were employed at the Pullman works. 
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CHICAGO WATER BONDS. 


THE WHOLK Issun, $833,000, TAKEN BY 
ONE BANK AT A SMALL PREMIUM. 


CuicaGo, May 15.—The bids for the pur- 
chase of the issue of $333,000 of the water bonds, 
bearing interest at the rate of 3.65 per cent., were 
opened by the Controller this afternoon. The bid- 
ders were numerous, but the most of them bid for 
small amounts and at par, and the result was 


that the only local bidder for the entire 
amount—the First National Bank—got off 
with the issue. It offered a premium of $4 10 on 
the $1,000, amounting in the aggregate to $1,365 30, 
and it was deemed best to close with the proposal, 
and subsequently the bank put up a cheek to cover 
the 5 per cent. margin required under the adver- 
tisement, and the sale was consummated. Ono of 
the bidders offered a premium of 244 per cent. for 
a smai amount of the issue, and another 
offered 1} per cent. premium, but the 
bid. of the First National was the most 


' favorable, and all the others were thrown out. 


The Mayor and Controller feel proud of the sale 
and are congratulating themselves upon the city’s 
credit, while on the other hand the holders of the 
4 per cent. bonds sold about a year or so ago are 
in nowise disturbed. The new bonds will not be 
issued until July 1, when the old ones become due 
and will be taken up.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


NO PROGRESS MADE IN THE SEARCH 
FOR THE ASSASSINS. 


THE CAR-DRIVER BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN 
FOUND BUT HIS ARREST NOT MADE — 
VARIOUS OTHER PERSONS SUSPECTED— 
THE LAND LEAGUE’S INTENTIONS AS 


8TATED BY MR. PARNELL. 


Dustin May 15.—The Police have made 


no further progress toward the discovery of 


the assassins, The report of the arrest of 
three men at a hotel at Cork was untrue. The 
man Rush, who, it was stated, drove thecar con- 
taining the murderers, is acar-owner. He was 


questioned by the Police as to whether any 
of his cars are missing, but the inquiry 


was without result. James McGrath, who 
was arrested at Shrewsbury, England, on 
suspicion of being concerned in the murders, it 
has been found, had no connection with them. 


He, however, has been held on acharge of 
theft, 


The Police have discovered that the car in 


which the murderers escaped was hired by 
a stranger from a stable in the southern part 
of the city, and was returned about 8 o’clock 
on the evening of the murder. They hope to be 
able to trace the driver. The assassins dis- 


persed when the car returned to the 
stable, The Police merely suspect who 


the driver is. They have the man un- 


der surveillance, and he may be arrested, 
but the detectives have no chance of bringing 
home his guilt unless an informer comes for- 
ward. The persons who have witnessed the 


flight of the assassins have been shown the car, 


the horse, and the suspected driver, but their 
evidence as to identity is conflicting and un- 
satisfactory. 

Cork, May 15.—A man named Robert Dow- 
dall was arrested here to-day, on the arrival of 
the mail train from Dublin, on suspicion of he- 
ing concerned in the Dublin murders. His face 
was scratched. 

The fund started by the corporation of this 
city asa reward for the apprehension of the 
assassins of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr, 
Burke now amounts to £1,000. 

LONDON, May 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, Mr. Johnson, At- 
torney-General for Ireland, announced 
that the Sub-Inspector who was in 
command of the Police when the 
crowd was fired upon at Ballina a few days 
ago, during the rejoicings over the release of 
the ‘‘ suspects,” has been relieved from duty. 

Mr. Parnell read a letter which he wrote to 
Mr. O’Shea, Home Rule member for County 
Clare, before his release from prison, and 
which is to the effect that reforms of the Land 
act in regard to arrears of rent, purchase, and 
leases are necessary, and that on the com- 
pletion thereof the Land League would do all 
that was possible to suppress outrages in Ire- 
land, Mr. Forster asked that the whole letter 
be read. Mr. O’Shea then read a paragraph 
omitted by Mr, Parnell, stating that if the re- 
forms specified were made the Land Leaguers 
might act cordially with the Liberals in sup- 
port of Liberal principles.

The Common Council ata meeting to-day 
decided to offer a reward of £500 for the con- 
viction of the poets guilty of placing the 
canister of powder on the railing of the Man- 
sion House last Friday night. 

Lonpon, May 16.—The Queen has written an 
autograph letter of sympathy to Miss Burke, 
sister of the late Under Secretary Burke. 

Mr. Gladstone introduced the Arrears bill in 
the House of Commons last evening. He 
explained that the bill was_ limited 
to tenancies up to £30, Griffith’s 
valuation. The bill iste be administered by the 
Land Commission, which will beassisted by a 
County Court Judge, before whom the tenant 
wiil be obliged to prove inability to 
pay arrears. Either the landlord or 
the tenant may apply to the commission. 
The bill only deals with two years’ arrears, 
and requires the tenant to pay one year’s ar- 
rears—from November, 1880, to November, 
1881. When that is paid the whole of the 
remaining arrears will be canceled. The 
Government will contribute the remain- 
ing one year’s rent from the residue of 
the Irish Church surplus fund, the 
estimated amount of which is £1,500,000. 
There is no reason to believe that the claims 
on the Government’s contribution will 
exceed £2,000,000. The remaining £500,000, 
therefore, will be made up from the 
consolidated fund. The progress of the 
bill will depend upon the progress of the Re- 
pression bill, which cannot be displaced. 
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EGYPT AND THE POWERS. 

THE KHEDIVE TOLD TO KEEP HIS PRESENT 
MINISTERS-—-THE POWERS TO MAINTAIN 
THE SULTAN’S AUTHORITY. 

Carro, May 15.—Since the refusal by 
Mustapha Fehmy of the Presidency of the 
Council the Khédive has resumed his original 
attitude. Arabi Bey, the Minister of War, 
desires the maintenance of the Ministry, but 
his colleagues wish to yield. The commandant 
of the citadel and several eflicers have de- 
clared for the Khédive, 

The English and French Consuls to-day in- 
formed Arabi Bey that he would be held re- 
sponsible for the safety of Europeans. Arabi 
Bey replied that there would be no danger so 
long as the present Ministry remain in power. 
The Consuls afterward informed the Khédive 
that the English and French squadrons were 
expected to arrive immediately in Egyptian 


waters, and that, as they might have to make 
some serious demands, it was nécessary that 
there should bea Ministry with which they 
could treat. The Consuls therefore represent- 
ed that if the Khédive did not feel strong 
enough to form a new Cabinet, he should allow 
the present Ministry to remain. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 15.—The Porte has 
telegraphed to the Egyptian Ministry that the 
convocation of the Chamber of Notables with- 
out the sanction of the Khédive is contrary to 
the provisions of the constitution. It says the 
Sultan desires the maintenance of the status 
quo. Acts contrary to the orders of the Khé- 
dive which are in conformity with the wishes 
of the Sultan will entail heavy responsibility 
upon the authors. 

It is stated that the Turkish Admiralty have 
been ordered to prepare 12 iron-clads and 
transports for sea, in connection with the crisis 


in Egypt. 

It is stated that the Porte has sent a circular 
to the powers protesting against the dispatch of 
foreign men-ot-war to eypt as unjustifiable, 
and declaring, moreover, that were such action 
necessary it would devolve upon the Sultan as 
sovereign of Egypt. 

Paris, May 15.—The French squadron from 
the Piraeus will join the British squzaron from 
Corfu at Crete. The British and French 
governments have sent identical notes to the 

wers, stating the measures determined upon 
in relation to Egypt. 

Lonpon, May 15.-—In the House of Commons 
to-day Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign 
Secretary, stated that the French and English 
squadrons have gone to Suda Bay on the waz 
to Alexandria. He said that England and 
France were in perfect accord in regard to the 
steps to be taken in view of eventualities aris- 
ing frcem the unconstitutional conduct of the 
Egyptian Ministers, tHe hoped, however, that 
eventualities would not arise. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon Lord 
Granville, Foreign Secretary, stated that the 
Government’s oy in regard to Egypt was 
the maintenance of the sovereignty of the 
Sultan and the libertv of the Christian popula- 


tion. They were in accora witn the French 
Government, which disclaimed intention to 
arrogate any preponderating influence.

THE STORM AND THE CROPS. 


—_—_~>_—— 


WHEAT IN THE NORTH-WEST NOT INJURED 


—THE CHIEF INJURY TO CORN, 
St. Pav, Minn., May 15.—In some quarters 


in the East the impression prevails that the late 
storms in the North-west have damaged the grow- 
ing wheat. Several letters of inquiry have been 
received requesting information as to the extent 


of the injury. Tae Trwes’s correspondent ob- 
tained the opinionof alarge number of grain- 
dealers, millers, and commission men to-day upon 
this question. Itis shown that the wet weather 
has not hurtthe wheat alreadyinthe ground. In 
fact, such weather ashas visited the wheat re- 
gions outside of the very small proportion of 
tsvoded country close to the Red River, has been 
a benefit rather than otherwise. At this particular 
stage the wheat grows all the better. Seeding of 
wheat has been earlier this season than last, though 
that was late, general average time considered. 
This has been the case on the line of the Northern 
Pacific and St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba 
Roads. If there has been any damage it has been 
with the latest sowing, but the quantity is only 
minimum. As before stated, the rains have been 
beneficial to the early sowing. The wheat is pret- 
ty generally in the ground and in good con- 
dition except in the northern portions, where the 
xround is too wet for use. It is too early to report 
upon the acreage. Opinions differ—one that there 
is more, another that there is less, acreage than 
last year. Those that —— the latter opinion 
say thatin the Red River Valley, in some portions, 
seeding has been deferred from 10 days to two 
weeks, and that while the crop may yield fully, it 
will have a tendency to make the grade poorer, as 
the grain goes through a shrinkage process. In 
the south and south-west much less wheat has 
been put in, corn, oats, flax, and barley being the 
substitutes. 

While wet weather has been gooa for wheat, it 
has retarded corn materially. In.the vicinity 
of Lemars and Sioux City, the heart of the corn 
country, not one-half a orop has yet been planted, 
whereas in ordinary seasons it should have all 
been in by the last of April or by the 5th of May. 
Throughout Minnesota it is safe to say that not 
more than half a crop of corn {is yet planted. 
What is in the ground now is apt to rot under the 
weather of a week ago. Oats and barley, if early 
seeded, are probably all right. All reports from 
the wheat regions agree that prospects are favor- 
able to the present date. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 15.—The day has 
been clear, with continuous sun, but not at all 
warm. No reportsof damage from the long rain 
bave been received, and with good weather now 
affairs will take a start that will cover all losses up 


to date.

HE PLINY BREAKING UP. 


NOTHING DONE TOWARD SAVING CARGO— 
THEFTS OF MATTER WASHED ASHORE. 

Lone Brancu, N. J., May 15.—Accounts 
from the stranded steamer Pliny are not any more 
favorable than they were yesterday. The surf is 
still high, which prevents the wreckers from doing 
anything toward saving the cargo. It isimpossible 
to work the lighters in such a sea, so near the 
shore. They are therefore still held at Staten 
Island awaiting orders. At noon to-day the pros- 
pect of fair weather was good, as the wind was 
getting around to the north, but to-night it re- 


sumed its old place, north-east, and every- 
thing promises higher wind and _ stormy 
weather generally. Large quantities of cof- 
fee have been washed out of the steamer. 
The beach for three miles south of the wreck is 
strewn with it, and large numbers of persons are 
engaged in gathering it up. Someof them have 
obtained large quantities of it, and are carrying it 
away in wagons. The break in the vessel is gradu- 
ally widening, and as the vessel rocks it opens at 
least three feet, and the sea dashes through it. 
The stern is sinking in the sand, and is almost sta- 
tionary, but the bow still stands high, and rocks 
with the motion of the waves. 


It was stated yesterday at the office of Busk 
& Jevons that the members of the crew came up to 


the City yesterday and reported at the British con 
sulate. They were sent to the Sailors’ Home, in 
Cherry-street, where they will be cared for until 
berths are found for them on some of the British 
vessels now in port. Capt. Mitchell and his officers 
will probably come up to the City to-day. After 
their arrival the time and place for investigating 
the disaster will be decided upon. “ 


A MURDERER’S CONFESSION. 


WILLIAM RICHARDS TELLS A STORY OF HIS 


CRIME, PROBABLY ONLY PARTIALLY TRUE. 
HARTFORD, Conn., May 15.—Over a week 
ago William Richards, an Englishman, was ar- 
rested in Waterbury, in this State, charged with 
the murder, near Abercorn, Canada, of Joseph 
Jackson, whom he met in the vessel which brought 
him to this country. He was lodged in jail in this 
city, and has stoutly maintained his innocence un- 
til this afternoon, when he called the Deputy Jail- 

er to his cell, and made the following confession: 


**My conscience troubles me, and I want to make 
a clean breast of this whole business. Joseph 
Jackson toid me while we were traveling together 
that he had no money, and I paid his fare from 
Montreal to Abercorn, where we went in search 
ot work. When we could not find any and were 
walking away from Abercorn, he said to me: 
‘William, what are we going todo? Ihave no 
money.’ Ireplied thatI did not know what we 
should do, as I had no moneyeither. He then 
said: ‘Ihave $10.’ At this,I said: ‘You —~— 
scamp, when you had this money all the time. why 
did you let me pay your railioad fare” When I 
called him a —— scamp, he hit me in the face, and 
then I struck him and knocked him on the 
rocks and the fall beat out his brains. Then I left 
him. His trunk is in my cellar in Waterbury, under 
a trap door, where I put it three weeks ago. When 
my wife and I were to Waterbury she asked me 
what I had done with the trunk, and I told her I 
had givenit away. Jackson’s watch and chain and 
7 ea are in the trunk, where I put them my- 
self.” 


After the confession Richards was very much 
overcome, but said that he felt better at having 


told the truth. But it is probable that he does not 
tell the whole truth. Jackson had afair amount of 
money with him and Richards had little or none. 
The murder was to get possession of the money 
and other valuable property.

A demurrer 
was filed for misjoinaer of the parties defendant, 
and also that the complaint disclosed no suffi- 
cient ground for the relief sought. The case was 
argued before the Supreme Court of Errors in Oc- 
tober, 1881.

Aupany, May 15.—Five vetoes by the Gov- 


ernor were read to the Assembly to-night. Two of 
them related to the closing of certain public offices 
on certain days and hours in the Counties of Al- 
bany, New-York, and Kings.

The veto of the five which will probably create 
the most hostile criticism is that of the bill of Mr. 
Brooks enabling women to be appointed members 
of the managing bodies of charitable institutions 
of which women and children are inmates. Tha 
text of this Message is as follows:

Assembly bill No. 166, entitled ** An act authoriz 
ing the appointment of women in the Boards of 
Trustees or managers of State. charitable, correc- 
tional, reformatory, or eleemosynary institutions 
where women and children are cared for,” is here- 
with returned without approval. By the terms of 
this bill itis proposed to make it mandatory on 
the Governor to appoint at least two women to the 
membership of the managing boards of all State 
charitable and correctional institutions where 
women or children are cared for, except the Wil- 
lard Asylum at Ovid. The wisdom and propriety 
of making the appointment of women to these 
positions imperative may well be questioned. 
Two ladies are now serving as members of 
the State Board of Charities under appoint- 
ment of the Governor and Senate, and two 
others by like authority are Trustees of the Wom- 
en’s Reformatory. Vain effort was made two. 
years ago to find two ladies who would take ap- 

intment as Trustees of another State institution. 

ose deemed qualified and selected for the trust 
were unwilling to allow the use of their names, and 
the proposition was, therefore, necessarily aban- 
doned. It is feared from this experience that em- 
barassment might often be encountered in finding 
women suited tothe duties and willing to accept 
such positions. It would certainly be unfortunate 
to require the appointment of womenin cases where 
suitable ones could not be found to serve. If, how- 
ever, there were now any doubt of the eligibility of 
women for these places, it would be manifestly de- 
sirable to remove all disability, in order that such 
a ggg AP might be made when deemed appro- 
priate. No question has ever been judicially raised 
on this point, and it is not believed that any objec- 
tion could be successfully maintained. 

In many charitable organizations women are 
doing noble work to reclaim the fallen and 
smooth the pathway of the unfortunate. There 
can be no doubt that much good will come from 
their participation in the official management of 
State institutions. Those already appointed have 
rendered invaluable services, and others will 
probably be chosen from time to time, as circum- 
stances seem to warrant. The recent law making 
women eligible as School Trustees has produced 
admirable results. not only in securing the election 
of many of them as Trustees of schools, but es- 
pecialiy in elevating the qualification of men 
proposed as candidates for school boards, and also 
in stimulating greater interest in the management 
of schools generally. The effect of these new ex- 
periences is to widen the influence and useful- 
ness of women; and while fully sympathizing with 
the spirit which has promoted the passage of this 
bill. it is respecttully submitted that its arbitrary 
provision would possibly produce reaction, and 
thereby embarrass the yery object which it seeks 
to advance. . j 

That clause of the bill excepting the Willard Asy- 
lum is also regarded as especially objectionable. 
If desirable that women should be selected as 
managers of any of the asylums for the insane, 
there certainly should be no exemption made ot 
the Willard Asylum. That institution contains 
much the largest number of females of any in the 
State, and they are mostiy of the poorer classes, 
whose friends are the least able to give attention 
to their condition or necessities. This exception 
would practically exclude women from the admin- 
istration of the affairs of that asylum which, of 
all others, might need their counsel and co-opera- 
tion most. Considering the subject in every de- 
tail, it is believed that public interssts will be better 
conserved by leaving the selection of Trustees to 
the discretion of the appointing power than to run 
the risk of making mandatory requirements which 
could not always be satisfactorily carried out.

WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE, 
THE TELEGRAPH WIRE BILL—BAD WORK 
OF TAMMANY EMPLOYES, 

ALBANY, May 15.—Mr. Daly’s bill requiring 
telegraph and telephone companies to place their 
wires under ground within two years from the pas- 
sage of the bill was the special order in the Senate 
this evening, and occupied nearly the whole ses- 
sion. Mr. Daly stated the results of the investiga- 
tion of the sub-committee, which established be- 
yond question the feasibility of the change, 
and as to its desirability, he said there 
was no difference of opinion except on the part 
of those who were pecuniarily interested in main 
taining the telegraph pole nuisance. Mr. Grady 
also spoke atsome length in advocacy of the bill. 


The onlv Senator who opposed it was Homer A. 
Nelson, and he admitted that he had an interest in 
atelephone company. He moved an-amendment 
that telephone companies be excepted from the 
provisions of the bill. It was lost. He moved another 
amendment, which was also lost, that the compa- 
nies be allowed to fasten their wires on the tops 
of houses instead of to telegraph poles. Mr. Daly 
finally accepted an amendment that tine bill should 
apply only to the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn, and in this shape the bill was ordered toa 
third reading. Mr. Grady offered a resolution au- 
thorizing the Committee on Cities to employ coun- 
sel in the investigation of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. It was opposed by Mr. Fitzgerald, and 
firally laid over until Wednesday. Senator Mackin’s 
bill appropriating $15,000 for the centennial cele- 
bration at Newburg in 1883 was passed. 

In the Assembly, this evening, ex-Gov. Alveri 
was obliged to recail from the Governor two bills 
which had been so bunglingly engrossed by the As- 
sembly engrossing clerks that their language was 
faultv.

GEN. CHALMERS’S SUCCESSOR INTRODUCES A 

BILL FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF FED- 

ERAL SUPERVISORS FOR RACH VOTING 


PLACE AND FOR EACH POLITICAL PARTY. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—A bill was intro- 
duced in the House to-day by Mr. Lynch entitled 
‘An act amendatory of the Federal election laws.” 
It provides that in all elections for Representatives 
and Delegates in Congress each political party shall 
hereafter be entitled to two United States Super- 
visors of Elections for each election precinct or vot- 


ing place, who must be residents of the county or 
parish. If the persons appointed under the laws 
of the State to hold the election at any precinct 
should fail or refuse ‘or neglect to open the polls 
it the time prescribed by Jaw, or within two hours 
thereafter, or if no person shall have been 
Bppointed for that purpose, then it shall 
be the duty of the Supervisors, or a majority 
of them, or any one of them, to organize a Board 
of Eiection Supervisors, who shall hold said elec- 
tion as nearly in conformity with the requirements 
of the State law as possible, and shall make due 
return thereof to the officer or board whose duty 
it is to receive the returns of Precinct Inspectors, 
and the Supervisor or Supervisors shall make re- 
turn to the Chief Supervisor of the district. There 
shall be no delay in allowing voters aceess to the 
polls, and no voter known to a majority of the In- 
sypectors to be a legal voter in the precinct or ward 
in which he offers to vote shall be challenged or 
uestioned with regard to his right to vote. 
here shall be no intermission, recess, or ad- 
ournment between the time prescribed by 
aw for the opening and closing of the polls. 
The ballot-box shall not be taken out of the room 
in which the election is held, nor shall anv of the 
plection officers, including the United States Super- 
visors, be excluded from the room from the time 
the polis are opened until the last yote is counted. 
‘aad soon as the polls are closed the election officers, 
nthe presence of such of the Supervisors as are 
resent, shall count the votes, without recess or 
ntermission, until the count shall have been fin- 
ished and the result declared. Any violation of 
the provisions of the act is made a misdemeanor, 
punishable upon conviction in any Circuit or Dis- 
srict Court by a fine of not more than $500, or 
by imprisonment for not more than three 
ears, or both, in the discretion of the court. 
he bill also requires the Supervisors, in their re- 
ports to the Chief Supervisor, to report all viola- 
tions of the act, and gives the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney free access to the reports to obtain 
information upon which to institute criminal prose- 
cutions against any persons charged with violating 
the provisions of the act. The bill repeals section 
2,029 of the Revised Statutes, relative to the ap- 
pointment and duties of Supervisors of Elections. 
Section 2,029 provides that the ‘Supervisors shall 
have no authority to make arrests or perform any 
other duties than to witness the election proeeed- 
Ings and the making of the returns. The bill was 
referred to the Committee on Elections.

CIVIL SERVICE IMPROVEMENT. 

REPORT OF A SENATE COMMITTEE IN FAVOR 
OF CHANGING PRESENT APPOINTING 
METHODS, 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Senator Pendleton, 
on behalf of the Committee on Civil Service and 
Retrenchment, to-day presented a report in advo- 
oacy of the passage of the bill ‘*To regulate and 
Improve the civil service of the United States.’ 


The report reviews the growth of the Government 
Bince its foundation and the effect of this growth 
om the civil service. Referring to what is charac- 
terized as the * spoils system.” and its effect upon 
the President, it maintains that, instead of devot- 
Ing his time to great questions of statesman- 
Bhip, he must spend most of it in weighing 
in ‘he balance the political considerations that 
shall determine the claim of this friend 
or that political supporter to the possession of 
some office of profit or honor under him. The 
President of the Republic created by the Consti- 
tution in the beginning and the chief magistrate 
of to-day, it is maintained, are two entirely differ- 
ent public functionaries. There has grown up such 
a perversion of the duties of the Presidential of- 
fice, such a prostitution of it to ends unworthy the 
great idea of its creation, imposing burdens so 
grievous and so degrading to all the faculties and 
functions becoming its occupant that a change, 
the committee think, has already occurred in the 
character of the Government itself which, if not 
correeted, will be permanent and disastrous. Per- 
sonal attention to considerations which should con- 
trol executive action in the disposition of patron- 
age and in the se'ection of officers has become im- 
possible, and political control as the guide to such 
actionis fraught with demoralization and danger

y it: Thatin the growth and 
expansion of t ‘ation the appointing power is 
taxed beyond the possibility of personal attention 
to the requirements of official positions increased 
a bundred-fold in number and manifold in the va- 
riety and responsibility of the duties to be per- 
formed. That in the discharge of this, the 
highest of all executive functions, political 
influences and compensation have come to dom- 
inate and supordinate all other considerations. 
and the distribution of official spoils has come to 
be the lawful! prerogative of political ascendency. 
Offices have come to be sought and bestowed as so 
many charities, furnishing support to the needy 
and exacting in return partisan service, not as so 
many trusts, imposing duties on the holders.” 
These abuses. the committee assert, have grown 
put of a system comparatively new in our Govern- 
ment. Appointments becxuse of special fitness 
and removals for cause were the rule in its early 
history. The report, atter quoting from views 
heretofore expressed by Presidents Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, and Arthur in favor of regulating the 
civil service by law, closes by urging the passage 
of the bill.

MILLIONS FOR RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

WasdiInGTon, May 15,—The committee have

THE EXCELLENT DISPLAY IN THE LEXING- 
TON-AVENUE OPERA-HOUSE. 

The American branch of the Universal 
Union for the Progress of the Culinary Art, or 
L'Union Universelle de l’Art Culinaire, as the 
society is better known, began its first annual ex- 
hibition of alimentary products and manufactures 
last evening in the Lexington-Avenue Opera-house, 
in Fifty-eighth-street, near Third-avenue. The ex- 
hibition is to be continued for 15 days, and will be 
opened each day from 10 o’elock in the morning 
until 11 o’clock in the evening. Itis largely under 


the management of the celebrated chefs 
of this City. The general representative 
of the American branch of the society is 
M. Fernand Fere, of the Astor House, and the 
President of the New-York Division is M. Gustav 
Nouvel, of the Hoffman House. The interior of 
the opera-house was hung with flags and banners, 
and the stands were so tastefully arranged that 
the scene was very inviting. Although all those 
who had secured spaces in the exhibition had not 
put in appearance last evening, and the work of 
tastefully arranging the exhibits was in progress, 
the attendance was large, and everybody seemed 
pleased with the display. The exhibition embraces 
groceries of every description, meat, provisions, 
poultry, game, fish, canned goods, dairy products, 
vegetables, fruits, flowers, confectionery, cham- 
pagne, wine, liquors, cordials, ale, lager beer, 
mineral waters, dining-room furniture, cooking 
apparatus and utensils, table linen, table silver and 
plated ware, and china and glass table ornaments, 
in fact, everything appertaining to the table. The so- 
ciety has decided to award medals to the exhibitors 
according to merit. These will be divided into two 
classes and an honorable mention; to the first class 
a medal of gold, for superiority; second, silver, for 
excellence; the third, an honorable mention, for 
good quality. The judges will consist of New- 
York business men. A dinner is to be served daily 
from 6 o’clock to 8 o’clock in the evening, and each 
day the bill of fare will be changed. One day the 
dinner will be cooked in the American style, then 
the French, English, German, Italian, Spanish, and 
Russian styles will follow. The Committee of Ar- 
rangements say that they entertaiu avery san- 
guine desire to do something not only useful and 
interesting, but altogether entertaining. They shail 
deem their leading purpose achieved if they suc- 
ceed in drawing the minds of the American people 
to the subject of rational alimentation, and to the 
conditions most favorable to general hygiene, thus 
acces to the comfort, order, and pleasure of the 
table. 

At 9 o’clock the Gurde Lafayette entered the 
exhibition hall and marched to the stage. Max 
Schwab’s orchestra played the American and 
French national airs and President Nouvel de- 
clared the exhibition open.

LEAVES HIS CREDITORS BEHIND.

vate individuals and companies, McBride 
was a contractor and lived at Bowery 
Bay. On Saturday night at 9 o'clock 
when Police Commissioner 

mail was delivered to him at his home in Astoria 
he found among his letters one from Mcbride, 
which he kept a secret until yesterday. The letter 
statec that he was deeply involved. To use his 
own words, he was down with no hopes of rising. 
He said he was going to a foreign land. He 
vowed that he would start anew and would pay 
every dollar he owed. The facts hardly bore out 
the protessions of honesty and inability to pay that 
McBride made in his letter. McBride must have 
been in this City on Saturday. as the letter was 
dated here that day and bore the New-York post- 
mark. He left hisheme Wednesday morning, but 
on Thursday Anthony Miller, of Long Island City, 
cashed a check for $25 for him. None of his 
acquaintances saw him after that, He was 
building a stable for Steinway & Sons and six cot- 
tages for William -teinway, of New-York, at Stein- 
way Settlement, opposite Port Morris, and only 
Wednesday morning drew $500 at the office of 
Steinway & Sons on the plea of a pressing need of 
it to meet bills. He borrowed heavi.y of Police 
Commissioner Williams, William McWilliams, con- 
tractor for mason work, of Astoria, and William 
Brodie, the plumber, of Bowery Bay, within a 
week or two. ‘These three gentlemen met Mr. 
Steinway at his office in New-York yesterday and 
figured up their losses. Mr. McWulliams’s loss was 
estimated at $5,000, Mr. Williams’s at $4,000, Mr. 
Brodie’s at $3,000, and the Messrs. Steinways’ 
at $1,500. Mr. Steinway and the firm of 
Steinway & Sons would have been heavy losers, 
robably to the amount of $15,000 or $20,000, 
fad they not been secured by mortgages on houses 
owned by McBride. It was also learned that Mc- 
Bride was indebted to Bradley & Conner, of New- 
York, sash manufacturers, and toa lumber-dealer 
named Fowler, in good sized sums. As nearly as 
could be ascertained MeBride took $20,000 away 
with him. He was Treasurer of the Steinway- 
Avenue Improvement Company, but as he could 
draw money only on the order of two others besides 
himse!f he secured none of itsfunds. Not long ago 
McBride was given $3,500 by Steinway & Sons to 
apply on account, one half of which he was to turn 
over to Mr. McWilliams for mason work, but he 
kept it all. 

McBride is an Irishman, a stout, pleasant-faced, 
dark complexioned man of 35, weighing about 
165 pounds, and 5 feet 8 inches in_ height. 
He had been a member of the Water Board of 
Long Island City for a number of years, and was 
prontinent in local politics. He was a Democrat 
and belonged to the De Bevoise faction. Twice 
he was a candidate for Alderman of the Fifth 
Ward, but was defeated in both instances by the 
present Assemblyman from the district, John J, 
Mitchell. He is married amd leaves a wife some 10 
or 15 years older than himself. Of late. it was said 
yesterday, he had gambled aud drank heavily. 
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TWO BOYS DROWNED, 

Albert Thatborn, aged 13, of No, 313 Com- 
munipaw-avenue; George Miller, aged 7, of Com- 
munipaw and Pacific avenues, and Julius Wittpen, 
aged 9, of Communipaw-avenue and Pine-street, 
Jersey City, hired a row boat after school hours 


yesterday afternoon, and went rowing in the South 
Cove. The boat, which was an old-fashioned flat- 
bottomed one, capsized off Jersey-avenue, within 
a few feet of the shore, and the three boys were 
thrown into the water. Neither of them couid 
swim, and in their efforts to reach the shore they 
became separated. Their cries for help were heard 
by Charles Muldoon, aged 14, of No. 157 Siteuben- 
street, who went to their assistance, Seiz- 
ing young Wittpen. who was about to go 
under the wa er, by the hair he dragged bim to the 
shore. After putting him in a safe place the young 
hero again entered the water, but before he could 
reach the other two boys, both of whom were 
struggling to reach him, they sank beneath tbe sur- 
face and did not rise again. Being unable to re- 
cover their bodies, he swam to the shore, and 
picking little Wittpen. who was unconscious, up in 
his arms carried him toa boat-house, where he was 
restored to consciousness. The little fellow was 
then accompanied to his home bv a policeman, and 
Muldoon and some men whom he had told of the 
drowning went to the place where the accident 
occurred and, after a few minutes’ search, re- 
covered the bodies. They were removed to Spier’s 
Morgue, and the County Physician subsequently 
granted burial permits and the bodies of the 
drowned boys were removed to their late homes.

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THE RELIEF OF THE POOR 
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INTELLIGENT AND DISCRIMINAT- 
ING CHARITABLE WORK. 
THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CHARITY OR- 
GANIZATION SOCIETY LAST EVENING— 
THE SCHEME AND METHODS OF THE 
ASSOCIATION, 

The Charity Organization Society of this 
City held its first annual meeting last evening in 
Municipal Hall. Among the large audience pres- 
ent were Mayor Grace, Mayor Seth Low, of Brook- 
lyn; Mrs. C. R. Lowell, Anson Phelps Stokes, 
Charles S. Fairchild, Dr. Richard H. Derby, Peter 
B. Olney, Lucius Tuckerman, J. R. Roosevelt, Dr. 
Frederick R. Sturgis, Mrs. W. B. Rice, Alfred 
Roosevelt, and Dr. Janes. Dr. S. O. Vander- 
poel, President of the society, presided. 


At the preliminary business mesting Treas- 
urer Arthur M. Dodge reported that there was 
a balance in the treasury of $2,876 09. An elec- 
tion was then held, and the following 20 gentlemen 
were chosen members of the Central Council: S. O. 
Vanderpoel, M. D., Lucius Tuckerman, Arthur M. 
Dodge, J. R. Roosevelt, Henry E. Pellew, Mark ™'u- 
menthal, M. D., Richard H. Derby, M, D., Fred« «k 
R. Sturgis, M. D., D. Willis James, Alfred Re: .e: 
velt, Joseph Thoron, J. Kennedy Tod, Charles ‘%. 
Fairchild, A. Duncan Harris, Peter B. Olney, Rob- 
ert 3B. Minturn, Henry Rice, Anson Phelps 
Stokes, Rutherfurd Stuyvesant, Ludlow Ogden, 
Organizing Secretary Charles D. Kellogg read a list 
of over 40 charitable associations and church or- 
ganizations which had already agreed to co-op- 
erate with the society, and said many others had 
said they would do so hereafter. Then the busi- 
ness meeting adjourned. 

President Vanderpoel opened the general meet- 
ing which followed by introducing ex-Attorney- 
General Charles 8. Fairchild, who spoke briefly of 
the proposed work of the society and how it was 
to be done. Secretary Kellogg then read a paper 
explaining in detail the objects and methods of 
the organization. ‘The society,” he said, “alms 
at nothing less than the moral and social elevation 
of the poor by bringing into closer and more 
friendly contact the prosperous and the depressed, 
the refined and the degraded, by a thorough sys- 
tem of personal visitation, and to effect this it pro- 
poses to cover the City as rapidly as practieable 
with a network of district committees or branches 
s0 extensive as to penetrate every tenement of 
every street and court, and with district offices 
s0 convenient that all benevolent persons may 
have:a near resort to which to send every un- 
known applicant for relief, and that all sufferers 
may find an agency near at hand pledged tenderly 
and wisely to examine their needs and to select 
and secure the proper material remedy. and also 
to supply that friendly oversight and continued 
care which are a thousand-fold better than alms. 
These district committees are to be composed of 
men and women fitted by natural instincts, by ex- 
perience, if possible, and by judgment and tact for 
their responsible work. These being prevented 
from administering aims, will have power and op- 
portunity untrammeled by the greed and duplicity 
they would else encounter to carry into depressed 
and degraded homes the best social and moral in- 
tluences. They are to be so conversant with all 
the charitable resources of the City that as they 
encounter real suffering they can refer it au- 
thoritatively to the appropriate agency, and secure 
the specific remedy needed for the specific case, and 
thus save the present enforced blind groping among 
scores of disconnected societies for the exact rem- 
edy to whieh the reqnisite intelligence could im- 
mediately refer it, and which real co-operation 
would speedily obtain for it. Being disconnected 
also with any relief society, they can impartially 
select the regimen which will not merely treat the 
effect, but tend to remove the cause, of the poverty, 
and to graduate the beneficiary into a condition of 
independence and _ self-Support. A remedy 
exists jin this City for nearly every evil to 
which flesh is heir, but how few, even 
among benevolent officials themselves, know 
to whom tosend the poor applicants who do 
not come within the conditions of their own relief. 
This society, through its district officers, proposes 
to be areservoir of practical knowledge, a centre 
of resource, so that such uninstrueted, inefficient 
work shall be without excuse, It will bring the 
want and its remedy together, and should a special 
form of suffering and want be developed it can de- 
vise a special relief without infringing its rules and 
without casting any applicant aside. It can assist 
and supplement every existing charity and pro- 
mote the effectiveness and economy of each. 

* Each district office will have its trained and 
paid Superintendent, giving his whoJe time to the 
duties of his oflice, and, in addition, its body of 
visitors to aid in friendly supervision and in the 
study of cases in a conference to which all the 
local charitable agencies shall be invited, the de- 
sign of the conference being to focalize upon every 
social problem and every misfor- 
tune all the evidence gathered by the 
careful investigations of Superintendents and 
visitors and all the knowledge possessed by 
co-operating relief societies, by Pastor, teacher, 
neighbors, or employers, and to judge and deal 
with each in the li of all the wisdom and 
resource, all the sympathy and ingenuity which the 
combined powers cf the conference can bring to 
bear. The central office of the society isto bea 
clearing-house of information and registration not 
only for its own distriet branches, but also for all 
the relief-giving agencies of the City, thus detect- 
ing and exposing imposture and supervising and 
gathering information concerning worthy ar 
worthy, which, under snitable guards, will 
available to all co-operating charities.” 

Josiah R. Sypher, of the Philadelphia Charity Or- 
ganization Society, told how the work was done in 
his city, and President Robert Treat Paine, Jr., of 
the Associated Charities of Boston, explained the 
methods of } yn. the general plan both 
in Philadelphia and Boston being 

that of the New-York society. 
of Brooklyn, spoke of the neces- 
for organization in  alms-giving, and 
then Mayor Grace closed the speech-making with a 
few words in opposition to the idea of paid agents 
for dispensing charity, and in support of the propo- 
sition that the religious factor was most important 
in the matter of helping the poor and outcast. He 
urged that Christian men and women of means 
should be induced to do personal work among the 
poor, and closed by heartily indorsing the Charita- 
ble Organization Society. President Vanderpoel 
appealed for furds and volunteer workers, and the

MARTIN B. BROWN'S PRINTERS.

THE DISSATISFIED EMPLOYES WANT A BU- 


REAU OF CITY PRINTING, 


The large hall of Cooper Union was about 
two-thirds filled last evening with compositors and 
members of sympathizing trades-unions of other 
branches of labor. The meeting was held under 
the auspices of Typographical Union No. 6, to pro- 
test against ‘‘the system of low wages slavery” in 
the City printing. Mr. P. J. Byrne called the meet- 
ing to order, and introduced as the Chairman of the 
meeting Mr. George McKay, President of Ty- 
vographical Union No.6. Charles W. Colburn was 


chosen Secretary, and read a series of resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted. The resolutions 
recited that as the employes of Martin B, Brown, 
the City printer, had recently presented a respect- 
ful petition to their employer for a moderate in- 
crease of wages, and that their request had been 
refused, that as many of the compositors did not 
receive more than $8 or $10 a week, owing to the 
unfair method of distributing employment in that 
office, and as Brown receives much larger 
remuneration from the City than he did 
in 1876, when he paid 20 percent greater wages 
than he does now; that as the public printing is in 
the hands of a board composed of the Mayor, 
Counsel to the Corporation, and the Commissioner 
of Public Works, it was resolved to demand of the 
Mayor that Brown pay his employes better wages 
or that the public printing be taken from him and 
given to some respectable employer. It was also 
resolved to request the Board of Aldermen to me- 
moralize the Legislature with a view to having the 
charter amended so as to provide for the establish- 
ment of a bureau of City printing wherein all the 
Municipal printing shall be done, thus saving to the 
already overburdened tax-payers of the City many 
thousands of dollars now paid to middlemen, and 
at the same time paying a just remuneration to the 
workmen. An appeal was also made to the Legis- 
lature to give the matter careful and prompt con- 
sideration, *‘ weil knowing that any investigation 
of the subject would show that thousands had gone 
into the pockets of the City printer which should 
have remained in the City Treasury, for which the 
City has received no fair equivaient.”” The City 
printer, in denying to his tate employes the 
right to legislate in their own concerns 
the prices for which their labor should be given, 
when he is at the same time maintaining an extreme- 
ly profitable business, exclusively at the cost of the 
tax-payers, merits hearty condemnation of all work- 
ingmen. Inconclusion, laboring men generally 
were admonished to jealously watch the course of 
their representatives in the Legislature and the 
Board of Aldermen, and see to it that they took no 
action prejudicial to the interests.of the laboring 
man. Addresses were delivered by John McLaugh- 
lin, who had been 11 years in the employ of Martin 
B. Brown: Kenneth Mackenzie,of the Bookbinders’; 
Thomas Masterson and John A. Welch, of the Shoe- 
makers’; John Kerrigan, of the Bakers’; and Jonn 
Fortune, of the Tailors’ Unions, James Conroy and 
others.

CHARLES DARWIN'S HOME

THE SECLUDED SPOT WHERE HB 
PASSED SOME FORTY YEARS. 

A [AST CENTURY HOUSE ALMOST HIDDEN 
FROM THE ROAD BY A HIGH WALL AND 
TREES—OFTEN CUT OFF FROM THE 
WORLD FOR DAYS AND WEEKS IN WIN- 
TER—HORSEBACK RIDES HE USED TO 


TAKE—CHILDREN FOND OF HIM.

The announcement that Mr. Darwin is to be 
buried in Westminster Abbey will be received with 
universal approval. No other place could so fit- 
tingly receive the mortal remains of the greatest 
scientific discoverer of his age and country. But 
though public honor will thus be done to his mem- 
ory, the private dwelling-place of so eminent 
&® man will always remain#ian object of 
interest to theZeducated world. It would 
not be easy to find within arm equally 
short distance of London so retired, not to say 
inaccessible, a spot as the little Kentish village, 
which is thus destined to be forever famous as the 
home of Charles Darwin. It stands out of reach of 
the railway whistle, far off the high roads to 
Limpsfield, Westerham, and Sevenoaks, upon @ 
small stretch of table land, whence two straggling 
lanes, which cross each other in the centre of the 


village, descend to rise again with a steepness that 
a tired pedestrian would hardly eare to encounter 
on asunny day, It is in aeountry of chalk, as ia 
manifest to the eye in the curved and grounded 
outlines of the hilis, but unlike most enalk districts 
is in many parts well wooded; and this 
not merely with casual patches of copse 
or rings of firs, but also with many 
trees of noble growth. Fine beeches, rather back- 
ward at this high level, and only just beginning to 
put forth their long brown pointed buds, find here- 
abouts many a hollow and crevice of marley clay, 
whence their claw-like roots draw abundant nour- 
ishment. The famous beeches of Kriockholt in- 
deed stand but a short distance to the south, upon 
the hili-top, backed by the picturesque timber trees 
of Earl Stanhope’s park at Chevening. The other 
way, across the narrow valley, are the shady slopes 
of Holwood, so closely associated with the names 
of Chatham, Pitt, and Wilberforce. By far the 
pleasantest route to Downe is over Keston Common, 
around the moss-grown oak fence of Holwood, ot 
by the ladder-style on the summit of Keston Hill, 
across the park to the corresponding style opposite 
to the lane that leads, as a finger-pest indicates, 
direct to the visitor’s destination. Rising hence 
by a steep winding hollow way, cut deep into the 
chalk rock, the stranger finds himself at length ix 
the midst of rich and almost level pastures. Acros# 
these, asthe lane winds; about, the rude-pointed 
spire of Downe Church, coated with slates, is seen 
from time to time rising from among the horse 
chestnuts, and the red-tiled roofs of the few shops 
and dwellings of an English village. Some larg¢ 
walnut trees, though now almost bare,-:cast 
in the Summer time a pleasant shade upon 
the roadway from near the entrance to thd 
village up to the low fence of the church, which 
is in the angle of the cross way In theentre of the 
place. Strange faces are not often to be seen iz 
this part. In the Winter time, when snow iies 
heavily in the deep hollow lanes, it is no uncom 
mon thing for Downe to be praetically limited te 
its own resources, and almost entirely cut off fo 
days and even for weeks from communication 
with the outer world. That the village suffers in 
some degree from that common misfortune o! 
the chalk downs, a scarcity of water, is to be 
inferred from the circumstance that the village 
pump, which bears the inscription, ‘* Ereeted 
by public subscription for the use of the 
poor of this parish, 1845,” is now locked tq 
a extravagant consumption. A notice dated 
ast year is, however, affixed to it, whereby, after 
a warning that itis ** under the entire airection of 
the church Warden’and overseers,”’ application for 
a supply of water “* to any parishioner” is directed 
to be made “to Mr. John Palmer, who has chargé 
of the pump.”’ Perhaps a more striking illustra. 
tion of the isolation of Downe could not be given 
than fke fact that, although Mr. Darwin here 
breathed his last at 4 o’elock in the afternoon of 
Wednesday, the news which has since been re- 
ceived with profound sorrow in every part of the 
civilized world was not known in London until 
noon of the following day. , 

In this secluded and beautiful district, at some 
200 or 300 yards only on the further side of the vil 
lage, the illustrious author of “The Origin of Spe- 
cies by Means of Natural Selection” passed the last 
40 years of his laborious life. Having finally given 
up his residence in town in 1840, soon after his mar: 
riage, he found the retirement essential to his 
habits of systematic study and of patient investi 
gation of the laws of nature; here in the extensive 
grounds of the old house which is soon to know 
him no more, he conducted those botanical! and 
otherexperiments and observations of which the 
results are recorded in that long list of works where 
in the doctrine of evolution has found inexhaustible 
illustration. **Downe Court” {fs one of the old square: 
built red-brick mansions of the last century, ta 
which has been added in more recent times t 
fronted wing, with another square-built winy and 
pillared portico on the corresponding side. Shut 
in and almost hidden from the roadway by a high 
wall and a belt of trees, it seems the very ideal of a 
place tor philosophieal seclusien. On the southern 
side of the walied garden opens into a paddock ol! 
meadow equally retired, and bounded by a tract o! 
underwood through which there is a_ lovely 
view of the narrow. valiey descending 
toward Tatsfield and Westerham. In_ thess 
extensive additions to the grounds of Downt 
Court which Mr. Darwin had rented of his in 
timate friend and neighbor, Sir John Lubbock, he 
had of late years been accustomed for the most 
part totake his daily exercise with the regularity 
which distinguished most of his habits. Up to 10 o1 
12 years ago, his tall figure, seated upon a favorite 
eld black cob, was a familiar  bject in the lanes 
round about; but the unfortunate animal, seized 
with a fit one day, fell, and died by the roadside, 
after which it was observed that Mr. Darwin was 
never seen to ride again. His invariable hours 
for walking every day were 7 in the morning, 
noon-day, and 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
sometimes accompanied by his sons, one of whom, 
Mr. Francis Darwio, has long been established 
as a surgeon in the village, but more often aione. 
Rising always at the early hourof 6to take his 
cold bath—into whieh he was accustomed to 
plunge both morning and evening—he_ breakfasted 
alone, and, after his first morning walk, was in his 
library asa rule ats, At 9, when the post boy ar- 
rived from Farnborough, he would spend a little 
time in the dining-room opening letters and skim- 
ming the papers, and in the evening would 
an hour or so in the society of his family, or 
of some of those friends distinguished in 
the world of science, who ccecasionally 
found their way to Downe Court; but the 
greater part of his time was spent in his library, 
his gardens, and the outlying parts of his 
little Gomain. When he extended his walks into 
the country round about it was observed that he 
was rarely seen in the village or met on the roads, 
preferring as he did to take his way generally 
southward by the footpaths through the woods and 
meadows. Littie children, who have a quick in- 
stinct for a kind and gentle nature, would run to 
open a gate when they saw Mr.eDarwin coming, 
encouraged thereto by a smile and a kind word, 
Downe folk, by whom he was much beloved, 
like now to dwell upon these trifles, and 
to speak of his considerate kindness to all 
about him. They poirt with a sort of pride 
to the fact that the domestics at Downe Court 
are mostly old servants; that his maid, Margaret 
Evans, who assisted in nursing him in his last ill- 
ness, entered his service when a girl, at Shrews- 
bury, nearly 40 years ago, her aunt and uncle be- 
ing butier and housekeeper to Mr. Darwin’s father, 
Dr. Robert Waring Darwin, in that city. The in- 
telligence of his death came upon the place with a 
It was known that ne had 
been poorly for a few weeks; that it had been 
deemed advisable about a month ago to send a ser- 
vant to London to fetch a chair, constructed for 
earrying an invalid, the weakness of the action 
of the heart rendering even the slight exertion 
of ascending the single flight of stairs to his 
bedroom perilous in the opinion of his medical ad- 
visers. But, with care, sufferers from heart disease 
often live long, and he was in the main still able to 
pursue his customary habits. On Tuesday morning 
his devoted friend and comrade in the field of 
science, Sir John Lubbock, called to see him on 
his way to his Parliamentary duties in London, 
and found him, as it seemed, pretty much as usual. 
That matters had taken a grave turn became 
known for the first time when, on Wednes- 
day afternoon, his groom arrived galloping through 
the village upon a horse sprinkled with 
foam, and carry under his arm a wet and dripping 
bag Ofice. He had been dispatched in haste to 

romiey, the nearest point at which such an article 
could be obtained, and had accomplished the ride 
of about 12 miles in something less than an hour, 
but unhappily the relief arrived too late to be of 
service. The sufferer had already sunk to: his rest, 
surrounded by his famiiy, including Mrs. Darwin, 
several of his sons, and a married daughter. 

The churchyard of Downe, in which some o2 
Mr. Darwin’s children are buried, can hardly be 
said to be a retired spot, being surrounded on 
three sides by the village street, from which it is 
separated only by a low wall: but it lies under the 
shade of tall elms, while near the porch a venerable 
yew, with a trunk measuring, it is said, nearly 23 
feet in girth, adds to the solemn ass¢ciations of the 
place. The church ftseif is small, consisting only 
of a nave and chancel, with a dwarf square tower 
and tall spire at the western end. Within are nu- 
merous brasses and other monuments of interest, 
The modern common plaster ceiling of the nave 
having been removed in recent years, has re- 
vealed to sight a fine old timber roof, and 
greatiy added to the picturesque, though piain, 
appearance of the interior. In the churchyard, 
near the south door, lie buried, as shown by the 
inscriptions on a flat tablet over the graves. the 
two infant children of Mr. Darwin—Mary Eleanor, 
who died in 1842, and Charles Waring Darwin, who 
died in 1858, being then only 2 years old. Near 
them, undet the melancholy boughs of the great 
yew tree, sleep two members of the Wedgwood 
family, to which. as is well known, Mr. Darwin was 
related by the side cf his mother, as well as by his 
own marriage with his cousin, Miss Wedgwood. 
One of these is Miss Sarah Wedgwood, grand- 
daughter of the celebrated manufacturer of art 
pottery—a venerable lady who had resided for 
many years in an oddly built old house with a 
lofty tower in the village. and who went to her 
rest in November, 1880, at the ripe age of 36.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, light, 
variable winds, mostlg northerly, stationary 
or lower temperature, higher pressure. 


The Boston Collectorship agony is over. 
Mr. Rotanp Worrurneton has been con- 
firmed by a vote in executive session of the 
Senate of 38 to 14, and a new proof 
has been given of how wonderfully a 
little sympathy as to the principles 
affecting the bestowal of public offices may 
improve the relations between the Execu- 
tive and the Senate. It would be going 
too far to conclude, with the Boston Civil 
Service Association, that the appointment of 
WortHincTton—‘‘the chief scoffer against 
the cause’’—amounts to ‘‘a formal avowal 
by the President and a majority of the 
Senate’”’ of their hostility to civil service re- 
form. But such a selection clearly shows that 
the President regards the formation of an 
** Administration party’? as a matter to 
which other considerations are subordi- 
nate, while it is evident that Sena- 
tors whose personal ends can _ be 
served in this way are quite willing to 
help forward such a policy. It will be ob- 
served that ‘‘the courtesy of the Senate,” 
for which Mr. Conxiine suffered martyr- 
dom and which Vice-President ARTHUR 
struggled hard to vindicate, has received 
a fatal blow at the hands of President Ar- 
THUR. Senators Hoar and Dawgs have 
been treated with as scant consideration as 
were Messrs. CONKLING and Puatt, and for 
somewhat similar reasons. But they are not 
likely to repeat the blunder of the New- 
York Senators, even if the old defenders of 
the right of the representatives of a State to 
dictate who shall hold its Federal offices 
have given that fiction its finishing stroke. 





The Senate was occupied most of the day 
yesterday with debate on the whisky bill. 
Mr. Beck made a long speech on the sub- 
ject, but it is impossible to gather from the 
press report that he did anything more than 
simply deny the statements made against the 


bill. The strongest argument against the 
measure is that it produces inequality in 
taxation. The distiller who is obliged to 
sell promptly pays a tax on a value 
of 15 cents or 20 cents as high as, and even 
higher than, the distiller who can keep his 
whisky a long time in bond pays on a value 
from three to five times as great. It is true 
that tobacco is taxed only when it goes on 
the market, but tobacco does not increase in 
value with age, but, beyond a narrow limit, 
loses. The House bill, moreover, renders 
possible great accumulations, and this is not 
advisable, when the authors of the bill claim 
that there has already been over-production. 


Gov. CormELL’s exercise of the veto 
power has been, on the whole, the most ad- 
mirable feature of his rather unequal ad- 
ministration. But of the five veto Messages 
sent to the House yesterday there are two 
which are not calculated to improve his 
reputation for either wisdom or statesman- 
ship. While it is obviously inexpedient to 
impose artificial restrictions on legitimate 
trade, the Catlin bill, which was passed for 
‘the special protection of buyers of furniture 
‘on the installment plan, hardly fell under 
ithat category. It is for the interest of 
meither buyer nor seller to tolerate 
@ method of doing business which enables 
an unscrupulous dealer not only to take the 
furniture on which the purchaser has failed 
to meet one payment, but to retain all the 
money which has been paid besides. The 
Catlin bill merely called for the restitution 
pf 25 per cent. of the money paid 
after the . furniture had been taken 
back, and was thus a very mild 
antidote to .a gross abuse. Even 
less intelligible is the Governor’s veto of the 
bill enabling women to be appointed mem- 
bers of the managing boards of public char- 
itable institutions of which women and chil- 
dren are inmates. It is absurd to pretend 
that there is any difficulty in finding ladies 
swho are fit to occupy such positions. Mrs. 


LOWELL and Miss ScnvyLER are not by any 
means isolated examples of women possess- 
ing the special type of ability needed in the 
management of public charities. There is 
not a county in this State where a score of 
ladies could not be found who would put to 
shame, in energy, aptitude, and shrewdness, 
the men who figure as guardians of public 
charities. 


‘* British interests’? must be protected 
wherever seriously threatened, whether a 
Liberal or a Conservative Ministry be in 
power at home, but after all that her Majes- 
ty’s present advisers have said and done 
to aid in freeing enslaved nationalities 
from the rule of the Turk, the announce- 
ment that their policy in regard to Egypt 
is ‘‘ the maintenance of the sovereignty of 
the Sultan’ has a strangely inconsistent 
sound. It is apparent at a glance, however, 
that any other course would involve trouble. 
England must take care of her highway to 
India and of the pockets of her holders of 
Egyptian bonds. It is better to maintain the 
present makeshift Government at Cairo 
under the suzerainty of a weak power 
than to trust to the uncertainties 
of areadjustment. England cannot allow 
France to become the master of Egypt, 
and neither France nor any other great 
European power would permit England to 
make such a bargain for Egypt as she made 
for Cyprus. With English and French iron- 
clads on the spot, the Sultan is not likely to 
insist on his right to call the revolutionary 
Ministry to account, and the dual protecto- 
rate will probably survive the crisis. But 
unless a compromise is speedily patched up 
it is not easy to see how both Arabi Bey 
and the Khédive can retain their present 
posts. 


It is evidently quite possible to be an 
eminent lawyer and yet be a very poor judge 
of what constitutes a breach of judicial 
decorum. Mr. Aaron J. VANDERPOEL 
was asked yesterday if he saw any impro- 
priety in the letters written hy Judge 
WESTBROOK to Gen. Swayne. His answer 
was: “I don’t know as I do. There 
ars some expressions used there that you 
would not use and that I would 
not use.””’ Judge AsHBEL GREBN, being 
interrogated to a like effect, said 
that he saw no impropriety in the Judge’s 
letters, but something very unwise. ‘‘ The 
correspondence was liable to misconstruc- 
tion.’”’ Neither of the learned counsel 
seemed to think that the man who could 
write such letters was palpably unfit to 
occupy the bench, though it is fairto assume 
that their perceptions on this point would 
have been keener had the suggestions of the 
Judge been lessin harmony with the interests 
which they represented. The impartial pub- 
lic whose interests consist in having justice 
dispensed without fear or favor are by no 
means so indulgent as Messrs. VANDERPOEL 
and GREEN. They regard the letters in 
question as the most scandalous productions 
which have emanated from a Judge of the 
Supreme Court since the corrupt career of 
Judge BARNARD was ended by impeach- 
ment and Carpozo,sneaked off in disgrace 
from the position he had so basely prosti- 
tuted. 


A PLEA FOR POLITICAL ASSESS. 
MENTS. 


On page 245 of the Supplement to the Re- 
vised Statutes the following words may be 
found, forming the sixth section of chapter 
287, act of Aug. 15, 1876: ‘‘ That all execu- 
tive officers or employes of the United 
States not appointed by the President, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, 
are prohibited from requesting, giving 
to, or receiving from any other officer 
or employe of the Government any money 
or property or other thing of value for 
political purposes; and any such officer 
or employe who shall offend against the 
provisions of this section shall be at once 
discharged from the service of the United 
States; and he shall also be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be fined inasum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars.’” 

Under this statute Gen. Newton M. Cour- 
Tis, at the time an employe of the United 
States not appointed by the President, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, has 
been indicted for ‘‘requesting’’ and ‘‘re- 
ceiving from other employes of the Gov- 
ernment money for political purposes,’’ the 
request being in the name of the Republican 
State Committee, of which he was a mem- 
ber and Treasurer in 1881, and the receipt 
being, in accordance with the terms of the 
request, by him as Treasurer. The facts are 
not, we believe, disputed. When before in- 
dicted, Gen. Curtis evaded responsibility by 
pleading a misnomer, his name having been 
given in the indictment, by some unex- 
plained and inexplicable blunder of the 
District Attorney’s office, as ‘‘ Nehemiah,’’ 
whereas it is really Newron. Pending the 
procuring of a second imdictment, repre- 
sentations were made in Gen. Curtis’s be- 
half that it was a pity to prosecute an 
honest, well-meaning man and a gal- 
lant veteran of the war for the Union 
for acts which have always been 
customary, and which for five years 
after the passage of the act prohibiting them 
were uniformly and universally winked at. 
The proper answer to his plea in extenuation 
naturally was that nothing so clearly showed 
the necessity of attacking this evil directly as 
the participation in it of a man of Gen. Cur- 
T1s’s character and reputation, and that 
if such aman could be brought to justice it 
would be a very effective and wholesome 
warning to others who could not plead the 
same virtues in excuse. 

But now that a second indictment has 
been found, Gen. Curtis appears in court 
with a general demurrer to the effect that 
the indictment is not sufficient in law and 
that he is not bound to answer it. In sup- 
port of this position, Gen. CurTIS’s counsel 
argued yesterday before Judge BENEDICT 
that the indictment was defective in various 
technical points, with which the repre- 
sentative of the Government will un- 
doubtedly be able to deal. He 
argued further, however, that the 
act under which Gen. Curtis is indicted has 
no warrant in the Constitution, and that 
Congress could not undertake by Jaw to reg- 
ulate the conduct of a Government employe 
in his capacity as a private citizen. With 
this curious doctrine the public is interested, 
because if it were once adopted the proper 
controh. of the civil service in very 
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many essential regards would be practi- 
cally impossible. It will be noted 
that the statute does not forbid the 
employes referred to to do certain acts as 
such employes, but it forbids them, being 
employes, doing those acts. It is the fact of 
their employment by the Gov-rnment which 
brings the acts within the statute. It is 
because they are Government employes that 
the solicitation and receipt of money from 
other employes for political purposes is 
detrimental to the service, and Con- 
gress has the right to forbid it. 
On the broad ground taken by 
Gen. Curtis the Government would 
have no right to require that men in its ser- 
vice shall be of upright character and good 
repute. It could not dismiss from its ser- 
vice men who, while performing their spe- 
cific duties honestly and correctly, were 
known to be thieves, swindlers, gamblers, 
and dissolute. Such a doctrine is obviously 
untenable. The Government does and must 
constantly take cognizance of the acts, as 
private citizens, of its servants. 


But the levying of political assessments 
by Government employes upon other Gov- 
ernment employes has a direct bearing 
upon theservice. Such assessments are 
for ‘‘ political purposes,” ¢. 6, to promote 
the success of one party and the defeat of 
another. They are usually paid by the em- 
ployes from the conviction or sentiment— 
heretofore quite correct—that it was neces- 
sary to pay them to obtain greater security 
in office. Paid in this way, they are a tax 
on the salary of the employe in the interest 
of one body of citizens to the detriment of 
another body of citizens. Such a 
tax is, in purpose and _ effect, mon- 
strously unjust. Again, the necessity 
of deducting this tax from salaries 
tends to make that salary by so much less 
effective; itisas if the Government com- 
pensated its servants in depreciated notes or 
clipped coin, which is a direct injury to all 
the tax-payers. To say that there is no con- 
stitutional warrant for prohibiting such an 
obvious evil, is to say that Congress 
has no power to protect the interests 
of the Government, to secure the 
best service at the most moderate 
rates, or to see that the money collected by 
taxes is made to go as far as possible, which 
is absurd. Itis true that the Constitution 
nowhere says that Congress may prohibit 
the request or receipt of political contribu- 
tions, but it is also true that it nowhere says 
that Congress may establish a Treasury De- 
partment, or grant lands in aid of rail- 
ways, or give homesteads to settlers, or 
send out expeditions to the north pole, 
or build light-houses, or improve har- 
bors, or do a thousand other things 
which Congress does do under the general 
grant of power to ‘‘ make all laws necessary 
and proper for carrying into execution the 
powers vested in the Government of the 
United States.”” Now that Gen. Curtis 
has got before the court under his right 
name, and stands on his general privileges 
as a private citizen, it is to be hoped that the 
law will be found sufficient to punish those 
acts of his as a private citizen which are 
clearly injurious to the Government and to 
the public interest. 


MR. BLAINE’S MEXICAN POLICY. 

Before Mr. BiLatng wholly disappears 
from the world of politics and ceases to be 
remembered of men save as one who panted 
to imbrue his hands in the blood of half a 
dozen Spanish republics and unnumbered 
English speculators, the truth no less than 
the completeness of history requires that 
the course of his ‘‘ vigorous for- 
eign policy’? in the boundary dispute 
between Mexico and Guatemala should be 
traced with some care, in order that the 
people of the country may understand the 
essential unity of purpose of the various 
steps taken by the great Maine statesman in 
his late attempt to gather all the countries 
of the New World under the protecting 
wings of the Bird of Freedom. In this mat- 
ter we see the history of the Peruvian com- 
plication repeated, or rather duplicated, for 
Mr. BLarne’s attempt to deliver Guatemala 
out of the hands of Mexico was coexistent 
in time with his active exertions to snatch 
Peru from the jaws of Chili. The tone of 
the dispatches in the two cases is strikingly 
similar, and ® common purpose runs 
through them all, a purpose more specifi- 
cally, but scarcely more clearly, expressed 
in his letters of invitation to the American 
peace conference and his dispatches to Lord 
GRANVILLE in respect to the isthmus canal. 


The boundary dispute between Mexico 
and her little southern neighbor is one of 
long standing. The local historians go 
back to CHarutes Y. to. prove that 
the Captain-Generalcy of Guatemala was 
totally distinct from the vice-regency of 
Mexico, but for the purposes of the casual 
reader it is sufficient to say that, while Mex- 
ico claims Chiapas, including the Province 
or District of Soconusco, as one of the States 
of her Union, so mentioned in her Constitu- 
tion, Guatemala has disputed the claim, 
pleading that on the withdrawal of the forces 
of Irursipe from that part of Central 
America which they had overrun a small 
army of occupation was left in the territory 
lying between the Gulf of Tehuantepec and 
the Peninsula of Yucatan, and though she 
has since become a republic, Mexico re- 
fuses to relinquish the important Provinces 
thus gained by the imperial policy of con- 
quest. About a year ago there was 
great danger of war between the two 
republics over this boundary question. 
On the 24th of May last, Dr. LoGan, our Min- 
ister Resident in Central America, wrote to 
Mr. Buiarne that Mexico was seeking to 
make a rupture with Guatemala. Troops 
had been sent to the disputed frontier, and 
both countries were in an ugly temper. On 
June 15, Sefior Usrco, the Minister of Guate- 
mala at Washington, sent Mr. BLAINE a very 
singular note, which, if such irregular diplo- 
macy were not utterly foreign to the tastes 
and nature of our late punctillious Secretary 
of State, we should suspect was not written 
until after a full conference with the gentle- 
man to whom it was addressed. 

In this note Sefior Unico sets forth the 
cause of the quarrel and the hopelessness 
of an amicable settlement, and then says 
that his Government ‘‘ sees no recourse left 
but to appeal to the United States as the 
natural protector of the integrity of the 
Central American territory.”’ This is good 
Blaine doctrine, but it never was the accept- 
ed doctrine either in this country or in Cen- 
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tral America until Mr. Buarng became Secre- 
tary of State. Itis evident that Sefior Usrco 
fella victim to that irresistible ‘‘ personal 
magnetism.’’ Continuing, he assures Mr. 
BLAINE that “the Government of Guatemala, 
from which I have special instructions, and 
the people of Central America will see with 
profound gratitude any demonstration that 
the Government of the United States may 
find fit to make to that of the Mexican Re- 
public that may induce this latter to respect 
the integrity of the Central American ter- 
ritory.”” Upon this Mr. Buarvg plucked a 
quill from the tail of the American 
Eagle and wrote to Mr. Moraan, ov: 
Minister to Mexico, one of those warlike 
and epoch-marking dispatches of instruction 
like that in which, after the seizure of Pres- 
ident CALDERON, he threatened the Repub- 
lic of Chili, through Minister Kinparrick, 
with the awfui displeasure and possible 
iron-clads of the United States. 

This dispatch bears date of June 16. Dis- 
claiming at the outset any purpose to ex- 
press an opinion upon the merits of the 
question at issue, or any wish to appear as a 
‘*self-constituted arbitrator,’?’ Mr. BuaInge 
informs Minister Morgan that— 

“The Presicent deems it his duty to set before 
the Government of Mexico his conviction of the 
danger to the principles which Mexico has so sig- 
nally and successfully defended in the past 
which would ensue should disrespect be shown 
to the boundaries which separate her from 
her weaker neighbors, or should the author- 
ity of force be resorted to in establishment 
of rights over territory which they claim 
without the conceded justification of her 
just title thereto. And especially would the Presi- 
dent regard as an unfriendly act toward the cher- 
ished plan of upbuilding strong republican Goy- 
ernments in Spanish America if Mexico should 
seek or permit any misunderstanding with Guate- 
mala when the path toward a pacific avoidance of 


trouble is at once so easy and soimperative an in- 
ternational duty.’’ 


This last is a fine dictatorial sentence for 
a dispatch which opens with a declaration 
of the entire impartiality of the counsel to 
be offered. This was not a case of arbitra- 
tion, 1t must be remembered. Guatemala 
alone, and in a most unusual fashion, had 
asked for a ‘‘demonstration’’ against 
Mexico. Mexico had never thought of the 
United States as having any possible interest 
in the affair until Minister Morgan read 
this dispatch to Sefior Marrscau, her 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. This is not 
the sort of language one power uses to an- 
other friendly power unless she wishes to 
provoke a quarrel, or unless she intrusts her 
foreign relations to a Minister grossly ig- 
norant of diplomatic usages and full of little 
schemes of his own. In another dispatch 
of the same date Mr. Buatne talks of 
‘* collective security ’’ and ‘‘allied interests” 
in Central America, and declares that any 
movement on the part of Mexico “‘ directly 
leading to the absorption of any of her 
weaker neighbors would be deemed an act 
unfriendly to the best interests of America,’’ 
of which he had just declared that this 
country was the special guardian. 


Of course, these dispatches made Mexico 
angry. Her newspapers abused us all Sum- 
mer, and our Minister was informed that 
when the advice and good offices of the 
United States were wanted they would be 
asked for. Minister Morgan was sensible 
enough to see the folly of Mr. Buarnr’s 
course, and on the 22d of September he 
wrote him saying: ‘‘I venture to suggest 
that unless the Government is prepared to 
announce to the Mexican Government that 
it will actively, if necessary, preserve the 
peace, it would be the part of wisdom 
on our side to leave the matter where it is.”’ 
This drew forth a long reply from Mr. 
BuAINgeE, similar in tenor to his previous dis- 
patches. Meanwhile the boundary dispute 
was ina fair way of settlement, notwith- 
standing Mr. BLAINE’s endeavor to aggra- 
vate the trouble. On Feb. 4 of the present 
year Sefior Unico informed Secretary Fre- 
LINGHUYSEN that ‘‘ the Government of Guat- 
emala, being actuated by a desire to ter- 
minate the present dispute, has informed 
the Mexican Government that it re- 
nounces its rights to the _ territories 
of Chiapas and Soconusco.”’ In the note 
conveying this interesting piece of news 
Sefior Unico betrayed a remarkable uneasi- 
ness lest the relations of Guatemala and the 
United States during Mr. Buarnn’s term of 
office should be misunderstood. He there- 
fore asked that a full explanation of the 
reasons for the change in the foreign policy 
of the United States should be sent to Min- 
ister MorGan in Mexico for use in that 
country. We understand Mr. BLaInr’s 
part in this Mexican affair; it was the same 
as that he playedin Peru. But what was 
Sefior Unico afraid of? Had he improperly 
aided our Secretary of State in ‘‘putting up 
the job?’ 

PROTECTION DEMANDED. 

When we set up protection for our home 
industries we do it to exclude the prod- 
ucts of other nations from competition 
with our own products. This is only just 
and generous to people who improve Ameri- 
can soil. Thus, when we found that the 
Canadian fishermen, who are a discourag- 
ingly thrifty and economical race, were 
sending canned and barreled fish into our 
market, under the treaty of Washington, 
we were very much annoyed. We had con- 
ceded to the Canadians the right to send 
their fish into our markets in return for 
certain fishery rights conceded tous. And 
when we observed that they were actually 
profiting by that permission we taxed the 
tin of their tin cans and the woodenware of 
the kegs and barrels. The Canadians 
grumbled, to be sure, but there was the tar- 
iff, that triumph of American ingenuity and 
skill. How could we protect our tinsmiths 
and our coopers if cans and barrels were to 
be allowed free entry into the United States ? 
Then we stooped down behind our protec- 
tive tariff and laughed long and silently at 
the discomfited Canadians. 

But it happens that there is also a protec- 
tive tariff in Germany. The beauties and 
blessings of protection are by no means con- 
fined to this free and happy land of ours. 
To our great mortification and surprise, the 
Germans have laid duties on American 
hams. Of course, Germany would no more 
tax hams than we would tax fish. But the 
hams are in cloth coverings, and these cov- 
erings are taxed as manufactures of cotton, 
as they undeniably are. Then, again, the 
canned meats, so much in demand in Ger- 
many, are found to interfere with the 
manufacture of fine hardware. The tin 
cans are fine hardware, although the meats 
are not So the tins must pay a duty. This 
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is by no means as entertaining as the Ameri- 


can decision in the Canadian cases. It illus- 
trates very forcibly the difficulty of invent- 
ing a protective tariff that shall enable the 
nation using it to protect its own infant in- 
dustries and export its own goods freely to 
every other portion of the habitable globe. 
There is a suspicion in the minds of many 
that the Germans must have been studying 
the American tariff when they found that 
tin meat cans were fine hardware and the 
coverings of hams were manufactures of 
cotton. 

Indeed, the zeal and industry which other 
nations display in finding holes in our pro- 
tective fence are really, to use a common 
phrase, ‘‘ worthy of a better cause.”” No 
sooner do we have one industry well pro- 
tected than another sets up a cry of distress. 
During the late civil war, when the soldiers 
were wearing out a vast deal of cloth and 
shoddy, a thoughtful patriot was nettled 
by the reflection that the teazles used 
in giving a finish to the surface of 
woolen cloth were imported. He planted 
four acres of teazles, and began to raise 
them for American consumption. In the 
very next tariff bill drawn by the House 
Committee of Ways and Means it was found 
necessary to protect the thoughtful patriot’s 
patch of teazles. The war might stop, and 
the palladium of our liberties go down in 
ruin and gore; but that man’s teazle crop 
must be protected by a duty on all teazles 
of alien growth. Still later, it has been 
discovered that the Canadian hens have 
been firing over the border quantities of 
duty-free eggs, to the extreme disgust and 
mortification of the hens of Vermont, 
Oswegatchie, and Champlain. Clearly, the 
home supply is not large enough for the 
home demand. If it were, Caradian hens 
would not venture to compete with the 
valuable and patient fowls of New-England 
and New-York. This must be stopped. 
American industry must be protected at the 
rate of one cent per dozen of eggs. But, if 
any refinement of reciprocal obligations shall 
be in the way, we shall be equal to the 
emergency. The eggs may come in free, 
but the cases must pay duty as ‘‘shell- 
work,’’ and be classed as articles of luxury 
and taste. The same vigilant guardian of 
our industries who has alarmed the hens of 
the North has also discovered that ‘‘ but- 
ter and potatoes can be sent into this 
country at a profit” from Canada ‘ under 
the present tar#T.’’ It is not suggested that 
they are sent; but they may be sent. Let 
the alarm be sounded. We must export our 
butter and potatoes to other countries ata 
profit; and if we export so much that there 
is ascarcity at home, the protective tariff 
must be put up at once. But what we 
really need is a fence that will keep every- 
body out while it does not keep us in. 

CHURCH BELLS. 

The effort to induce the Board of Health 
to treat the bell of the Church of St. John 
the Baptist as a nuisance has not yet been 
successful. It is, however, only one of a 
series of attempts of the same nature which 
have been made here and elsewhere during 
the last two or three years, and is an indica- 
tion of a strong and growing hostility to 
church bells. 

The discovery that the ringing of church 
bells is an infringement of the rights of the 
public is a modern one. It was formerly 
thought that bells were musical, and reams of 
poetry have been written aboutthem. In those 
days no one ever imagined that a church 
bell was a nuisance to the healthy and a dan- 
ger to the sick. It is, however, very cer- 
tain that at the present day the sound of a 
church bell is painful to every sincere unbe- 
liever, and it naturally follows that church 
bells ought to be abolished. 





There can be no doubt that church bells 
disturb the sleep and thus injure the health 
of many persons. The man who comes 
home at 5 o0’clock on Sunday morning, and 
having finished an argument with his wife 
as to the wisdom of going to bed in his 
boots, sinks into a sweet sleep an hour or 
two later, naturally dislikes to have his 
slumbers disturbed at 10:30 by the ringing 
of the church bell in the same _ block. 
There was a time when those well-mean- 
ing people who denounced all Sunday 
excursions claimed that they had a 
right to a quiet Sunday, and that the 
noise of people on _ the Coney Isl- 
and beach and on board the excursion 
barges on the Hudson disturbed them. With 
how much greater force can the citizen who 
is waked up at 10:30 by a church bell com- 
plain that his right to a quiet Sunday is in- 
vaded ? 


Then the church bell exasperates the class 
of people who regard Mr. Bos InacERsoLL 
as a learned theologian. It is trying to 
them to be reminded that there are those 
who believe ia Christianity, and that the 
Christian religion still maintains a foothold 
in this City. It is still more trying to them 
to be reminded by the church bells that there 
was a time when they, too, believed in reli- 
gion, and imagined that it was their duty to 
prepare themselves for that pretended life 
beyond the grave which Mr. Bos IneEr- 
SOLL has so happily demonstrated to be a 
foolish dream. ‘The feelings of these per- 
sons should be as sacred as their ears, and it 
is nothing less than an outrage to permit 
them to be lacerated by the sound of 
church bells. 

If church bells are declared to be a nui- 
sance in the eye of the law, the deserving 
citizens who may accomplish this great re- 
form should go further and procure the 
abolition of church services. The singing 
which goes on in churches on Sundays and 
holy days is very annoying to persons living 
in the immediate neighborhood. Time and 
again has a pleasant and improving game of 
poker been disturbed by the singing of a lot of 
reckless worshipers who apparently did not 
care to whatextent they might annoy a player 
enjoying a beautiful run of luck and only 
needing to keep perfectly cool in order to win 
ahandsome sum. Almost as annoying are 
the sermons of an eloquent preacher. How 
can anybody who lives next door to a church 
in warm weather, when the windows are 
open, read one of Mr. Bos INGERSOLL’s 
lectures with any comfort if an eloquent 
preacher’s voice is constantly harassing his 
ears and disturbing his thoughts? The pub- 
lic has some rights, although church-goers 
seem to be of a different opinion. If peo- 
ple have a right to be protected against the 
sound of church bells, they must undoubt- 
edly have a right to be protected against 


church singing and preachers with loud 


voices, 

But it is, perhaps, unwise to attack church 
services in detail. The bell, the singing, 
and the preacher are merely certain features 
of the obnoxious system of public religious 
worship. The very existence of churches 
and the toleration of public worship is an 
outrage upon persons who disbelieve in re- 
ligion. “Why should they never be able to 
gointo the street without being reminded 
by the sight of a church of the miserable 
Christian superstition under which so many 
ignorant people still grovel? What right 
have religious people to obtrude a religion 
which Mr. INGERSOLL has so eloquent- 
ly overthrown upon the attention of 
unoffending unbelievers? The believers 
in Christianity have houses in which they 
live, and where they can indulge in what 
they call religious exercises without annoy- 
ing other people, provided, of course, they 
neither sing hymns nor preach sermons. 
Nobody would claim the right to interfere 
with them if they thus performed their re- 
ligious ceremonies in private, for degrading as 
the Christian religion is, we have no right to 
prevent people from degrading themselves 
with prayer and praise if they are content 
not to outrage other people by forcing their 
religious ceremonies on their attention. 

By all means let us abolish church bells, 
but let us also accomplish a thorough 
reformation by abolishing churches. If the 
church bells are a nuisance, the churches 
themselves are a still greater nuisance to the 
humble, unassuming, and tolerant disciples 
of Mr. BopIncrrsouu. Half-way measures 
in this matter are unworthy of earnest unbe- 
lievers, and religious people must be taught 
that if they will cling to their religion com- 
mon decency requires that they should keep 
it out of sight. 


which was 
opened yesterday in asmall hallin this City, sug- 
gests whether, in the lack of exhibitions of which 
this is perhaps the pioneer, there is not a lack of 
intelligent and well-directed competition. Witkh- 
out any concession to materialism, it may ina 
fairly accurate sense be said that we are what we 
have eaten. To thus make ourselves, by this tri- 
daily refilling of our hopper-stomachs, takes per- 
haps the greater share of the labors of life, and, 
having in one or another way missed or dulled the 
help of that clever companion called appetite, we 
make a toil of what should be a pleasure. How 
wide the differenee between the first freshly filled 
plate and the last emptied one, and between get- 
ting the dinner and ungetting it; and yet the 
difference is that our airy servitor, appetite, who 
hates nothing so much as “dirty” dishes and 
dishwater, has taken flight to somebody 
else’s preparation. As he cannot be detained, 
it is policy to make the most of his help, which is to 
be done by intelligent seeking to make food which 
the adjective he has given us calls ** appetizing.” 
This knack of the finishing touch in preparation, 
as to which many cooks fail, might extend to the 
preparation of many forms of food for market, and 
a well-directed system of exhibitions might help to 
encourage it. In the matter of adulterations, in 
lieu of the occasional broadsides of sensational dis- 
covery which leave the conclusion that, if they are 
true, we must choose between poisoning and star- 
vation, there might be trusty analyses—not, how- 
ever, of the baking powder and advertisement sort 
—which should exhibit the comparative nutrient 
values of various foods. The accidental case of 
the Canadian, Sr. Marrry,is old now, and his 
exposed stomach has long enough given us exact 
rules for times of digestion, as though one stomach 
was as every other stomach, whereas nothing is 
better known than the contrary; what is wanted is 
trusty, and intelligently put, analyses of constitu- 
ents and nutrients. For example, oat-meal, gener- 
ally regarded as “‘ bone and brawn,” is said to be 
objectionable as a Summer food because it is 
“heating.” Is this true or not? The comparative 
value of the various vegetables, whether the 
so-called best parts of flesh are really such, and 
whether value is not ignorantly thrown away; 
the justness of gastronomic prejudices; and a long 
list of other topics which could be named show 
how long and wide a line of practical inquiry is 
still all but superficially untouched. There is as 
well an economic side, for the necessity of a meat 
diet, for example, is involved. The most expensive 
articles of food are now meats, butter, eggs, and 
wheat. How far is it habit that demands these, 
and are there other grains—say, rice, barley, and 
millet—which could relieve the call for wheat? In 
Japan, where food used is less than one-tenth 
animal, rice occupies one-half the tilled area, and 
has 250 varieties; a hulled bushel is said to con- 
tain nearly 90 per cent. of starch; millet is also 
said to be closely equal to the best wheat, and the 
*soy blow” closely approaches meat, both in com- 
position and in action on the bedy. A competitive 
study of foods might enlarge our practical kaowl- 
edge.

While it is asserted, and with much show of 
reason, that the people of Ireland are in favor of 
Home Rule, it is not a little remarkable that no 
public bodies take action, by petition or otherwise, 
for that end, The Synod of Roman Catholic prel- 
ates, the Board of Trinity College, Dublin, the 
Catholic University, the learned Society of the 
King's Inn, (the great ‘“‘ Inn of Court” of Dublin,) 
the Royal College of Surgeons, the Royal College 
of Physicians, the Governor and Company of the 
Bank of Ireland, the Corporations, (that of Dublin 
has the almost unique privilege of presenting peti- 
tions in person,) the Chambers of Commerce, 
in a word, all the great representative associations 
of the eountry, make no sign in support of a 
measure which it is so vehemently asserted lies 
nearest to the hearts of the people. And further, 
not a single peer, Protestant or Catholic, not a sin- 
gle considerable property-holder, not a single man 
of distinguished family, save Mr. PARNELL, 
expresses publicly a desire for Home Rule, 
while but 20 per cent. of Ireland’s representatives 
in the House of Commons yoted against the new 
Coercion act. Can it, then, be wondered at if Eng- 
land hesitates to grant Home Rule? Whatacon- 
trast does this present to English popular move- 
ments. In 1640 the men who risked all for 
what they deemed right were men who had 
everything to lose, broad-acred squires and 
nobles of the best type. Men of like 
stamp, among whom the Earl of Devonsurrr, the 
late Chief Secretary’s ancestor, was conspicuous, 
flocked to the standard of Wiiu1am of Orange on 
his march from Torbay to London. Again when 
England was shaken to the foundation by the 
righteous clamor for reform, in 1831, who led her 
people on to victory, who were foremost in de- 
nouncing aristocratic abuses? Earl Grey, Viscount 
ALTHORPE, uncle of the present Irish Viceroy, and 
Lord Jonn Russet, son of a Duke. Ireland has 
to-day Roman Catholic peers and gentry, men of 
Celtic stock, of unblemished character. She has able 
prelates, Judges, and other men of eminence, 
whose forefathers were seated in Ireland centuries 
before Mr. PARNELL’s, and who, unlike his, (who 
came to Ireland ‘*‘on the make,’’) suffered griev- 
ously for their opinions, and had small cause, in- 
deed, to feel kindly toward English rule. Why, then, 
if Home Rule be atrue panacea, do such as these 
hold aloof? Does it not necessarily invite the infer- 
ence that almost every Irishman with anything to 
lose looks coldly on the scheme? And if so, why? 
Are they afraid to trust themselves to an Irish 
Parliament?

The success that the French have met with in 
negotiating trade treaties with Italy amd Spain 
will doubtless eneourage them in the belief that 
some such arrangement can be made with this 
country. A deputation recently waited upon M. 
DE FRercinsr and were assured by the Premier 
that steps would soon be takez to negotiate with 
the United States Government. On general princi- 
ples it may be said that there is hardly a European 
country with which our Government would find 
more difficulty in arranging the terms of a trade 
treaty than with France. The great mass of our 
French purchases is made up of articles of luxury, 
upon which a high rate of duty may legitimately 
be imposed. Oa the other hand, the French take 
from us in the main articles of food and raw ma- 


of kerosene-oil, which pays an enormous duty in 
France on the ground that it may later on be com 
venient to have some article of American produx 
tion upon which a generous abatement in duty 
will be possible. It would, no doubt, be cons 
venient to the oil refiners of this country 
to have some concession made in this direo- 
tion, but it 1s improbable that they could make 
out a case sufficiently strong to command 
popular support. The opponents to a trade treaty 
with France would be -both numerous and active. 
The wine-growers in the West and in California 
would join hands with the silk manufacturers in 
the Eastern and Middle States in denouncing the 
project, while it would be hard to frame a good 
reason for reducing the duty on imported silks and 
wines and continuing it upon imported blankets 
and carpets. Trade treaties have never been pop- 
ular in this country, and, consideriag the character 
of our export trade, this is not to be wondered at, 
Our exportable productions have not, as a rule, 
been highly taxed abroad, while those articles 
which we manufacture but do not export are ruled 
out of foreign markets much more in consequeacs 
of our own tariff restrictions than on account of 
foreign duties.

The action which has been commenced bY 
the Medical Society of the County of New-York 
against the United States Medical College ig 
one of more than mere professional inter 
est, while, at the same time, its issue will be 
viewed by the medical profession as among tha 
first serious attempts of the regular profession to 
draw the lines sharply and to suppress irregular 
practice. It should be understood at the outset 
that difficult questions of law are involved in tha 
determination of the issue that has been raised by 
the County Medical Society. The United Stateg 
Medical College is an eclectic concern which wag 
established several years ago by a number of eclec 
tic practitioners in this City, among them Dr. 
Ropert A. GuNN, Dr. “ALEXANDER WILDER, and 
others, who have been intimately associated with 
the anti-vaccination movement, if that may be 
called a movement in medical science which has na 
scientific following. It was established under tha 
general law regulating the foundation of corpora: 
tions, and possesses no special powers conferred 
by virtue of a special act of incorporation. But it 
stands by no means alone in this particular. 
Among our veterinary colleges only one of the 
three in existence—the New-York College of 
Veterinary Surgeons—is of undoubtedly legal 
Standing. The latter has contented it 
self with advising its graduates not t¢ 
consult with graduates of the American and Co 
lumbia Veterinary Colleges, without, however, 
passing any criticism upon the adequacy of theit 
instruction, the only question being as to the legal 
ity of the diplomas conferred by them. Theis 
Professors are some of them members of the Coun- 
ty Medical Society; and although their relation ta 
schools established under the same statute as th¢ 
United States Medical College. is a familiar fact, 
they have never been called to account by theif 
fellow members or reported upon by the Comitia 
Minera of the society. As Dr. Gunn says, the 
County Medical Society is open to criticism on the 
ground of inconsistency in the aetion taken againsf 
the United States Medical College. But this mak 
ters very little, provided that a binding decision i 
obtained on the question at issue; forif the diplo 
mas of the United States Medical College are de 
clared improper and illegal, the illegality of others 
established on the same principles must follow as 
a matter of course, and their suppression is but 4 
work of time. There is, however, a question, ac- 
cording to good legal authorities, whether these 
schools are improperly constituted; although 
there is no doubt that public poliey requires mora 
stringent provisions as to the organization of 
medical schools than are now in operation 
in this State, and that the establishment oj 
such schools without special authority is det 
rimental to the standard of professional educa 
tion. It is worth the while to know, therefore, 
with a view to the modification of the law, wheth- 
er such colleges are legally empowered ;to grant 
diplomas. It seems to be a settled decision that the 
mere right to give instruction in medicine cannot 
be limited to any special body of men or faculty of 
physieians. If Dr. Gunn or Dr. WiLpER wishes to 
take pupils'and to instruct them in eclectic doc- 
trines, no power on the earth can prevent or inter- 
fere. When, however, in addition to this, they

A TRUST IN THE INTEREST OF ART.

The essential matter which has been entirely 
lost sight of in this confusion of petty personal 
interests, but which alone interests the world at 
large, is that the Cesnola collection is a great trust 
held in the interest of.art. Who the Trustees are, 
whether they are men of exceptional keenness or 
men of exceptional gullibility, is a matter of no im- 
portance at all, provided that they discharge their 
trust honestly and capably.

“FOGG’S FERRY.” 

Miss Minnie Maddern, the very latest star of 
the stage, made her first appearance here last 
night. She came, she saw—and she brought a play 
with her. She performed before a large audience 
at the Park Theatre. Miss Maddern is 
an extremely young woman—she is _prob- 
ably still in her teens—and she {fs the daughter 
of a respected and lamented manager, Mr. Davey; 
her youth and the memory of her father, and also 
her own brightness and earnestness, were like rose- 
dew dropped upon the sting of criticism. Miss 
Maddern has made up her mind to join 
the noble army of perambulating geniuses 
who are now industriously bent upon convine- 
Ing the American public that acting is a lost art, 
though an excellent trade. She hopes, it is appar- 
ent, to tread in the way kicked out by that spirited 
machin, Lotta. Under the circumstances, and es- 
pecially under the present absurd and mournful 
tondition of the American stage, it may be useless 
to offer any advice to Miss Maddern, or, in fact, to 
any other woman who is disposed to amuse a 
good-natured, thoughtless, mediocre public—par- 
ticularly the genial public of Boston and 
Chicago. There is no reason why Miss 
Maddern should or should not display herself 
in stellar glory; this is essentially the quagmire 
epoch of dense and dreary theatrical common- 
piace. Sheis at least a pretty and sympathetic 
actress, who clearly understands the stage, 
and whose manner is_ interesting. There 
is a touch of pathos in her voice, and 
there is sparkling humor in her eyeandsmile. Her 
singing is quite as bad as Lotta’s—but then Lotta’s 
vocalism, like the warbling of the brilliant Mr. Em- 
met, always entertained a certain quality of hu- 
manity. 

The chief sin which is to be laid against Miss 
Maddern is that she has eneouraged one more mis- 
taken American playwright. In the abstract the 
American playwright is a great enterprise, but 
we are constantly brought down to the hard 
fact that his pretensions are more visible than 
his brains. The play which was brought out last 
night is plagiarism and stupidity in equal parts. 
It is painful to think that people who call 
themselves intelligent can sit patiently at 
the sight and hearing of such idiocy; itis disa- 
greeable to believe that a sane man can find enjoy- 
mentinit. But the history of bad plays reveals 
more than one cares to remember. There are 


many bad and foolish plays which are quickly 
laughed out of life. There are other plays not less 
foolish which are accepted and applauded com- 
monly, because some peculiar or dominant per- 
sonalities give a fictitious vitality to them. It is 
clear that criticism has no voice in the ehances of 


such works. ‘‘ Fogg’s Ferry” is the result of Mr. 
Charles E. Callahan’s excited imagination. 
<sS wa tae. of villainy and beautiful 
innocence, and the humor of it is almost 
entirely in its villainy. We shall not attempt to de- 
scribe it. The brainlessness of Mr. Callahan—who 


is said to be a journalist—is beyond words; it is the 


brainlessness of nearly all the heavy, empty, 


dull-witted scribblers who furnish our stage with 
Its oppressive trash. There is no lowest depth to 
their depravity; the duty of sitting under the ma- 
lign influence of their work is a profoundly melan- 
choly duty. ‘* Fogg’s Ferry’’ was passably acted, 


and Mr. W. Herbert was more than passable in his 
character,

**A CHECKERED LIFE,”’ 
Mr. A. Z. Chipman established a just claim 
to being considered a brave man by appearing at 


Haverly’s Fifth-Avenue Theatre last evening in 
his “original domestic drama” entitled “A 


Checkered Life.” The production is entitled a 


domestic one evidently because its continued 


performance will tend to make persons of 
ordinary understanding cling to the com- 
forts of home rather than trust themselves 
to the temptations of the play-house. The 
audience last evening comfortably filled the audi- 
torium of the pretty theatre on Twenty-eighth- 


street. And the good humor of an American 


audience was never better shown than in the fact 


that they restrained themselves nobly, and evi- 
dently affected a gaiety which was not called for 
by the play, and whieh doubtless served as a kind 
of safety-valve to moderate their emotion.

As it is, the hero is accused of 
both crimes, is arrested and indicted, but

zar ona small scale. Finally, after some ridicu- 
lous situations, virtue triumphsin the person of 
the young man, andthe villainis handcuffed bya 
convenient policeman, who first fascinates him @ la 
boa-constrictor. The comic element, according to 


the author's carefully concealed intention, is sup- 


plied by an office boy, a chamber-maid who sings 
operatic airs, and a kind of major-domo who helps 
inaduet.

PENNSYLVANIA EXTENSION SOUTHWARD—-A 
SALE POSTPONED. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—The proposed ex- 
tension of the southern system of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, by the construction of a branch from 
Pocomoke City, Worcester County, Md., to Cherry- 
stone, Northampton County, Va. at which 
latter point a line of steamers will be 
established to Norfolk, will soon be ac- 
tively begun, and although the road, which 
is about 50 miles long, is to be built by private 
enterprise, it will be operated in connection with 
the Pennsylvania system. When it is completed 


fruit and truck can be shipped to this city and 
New-York in one day from Norfolk, thus saving 
fully 24 hours, as compared with the present facili- 
ties for transportation. 


RicuMmonD, Va., May 15.—Judge Wellford, 
of the Richmond Circuit Court, to-day entered an 
order postponing the sale of the Washington and 
Ohio Railroad for ten days. This road was 
knocked down at public auction at Alexandria in 
the early part of the present year, tothe Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, and Western Railroad Company for 
$592,000, $50,000 of which was to have been 
meng in cash. A check on a New-York bank 
or that amount was given by the Presi- 
dent of the purchasing company but not 
honored, owing to_ certain complications, 
the court ordered a resale of the road, which was 
to have taken place to-morrow. The postpone- 
ment is now granted at the instance of the repre- 
sentatives of the Baitimore, Cincinnati and West- 
ern Railroad, who have deposited $6,500 as an 
earnest of their intentions. They are to be al- 
lowed to make good the purchase of the road upon 
the terms of the first sale. Tne road was from 
Alexandria 55 miles westwardly to Rounabiill, in 
Loudoun County. The purehasers say they expect 
to complete it to Berryville, in Clarke County. 


_CuicaGo, May 15.—Articles of incorpora- 
tion of the Chicago, St. Louis and Western Rail- 
way Company were filed at Springfiela to-day. The 
new road is to be practically an extension of the 
Chicago, Pekin and South-western Road to Chi- 
cago. The new line will be only 33 miles long, 
running from the terminus of the Chicago, 
Pekin and South-western Railroad at Joliet to a 
point near Dalton, where it will connect with 
the Chicago and Western Indiana Railroad, 
and gain admission to the city over the 
tracks of the latter road. This will make 
an independent line in competition with the 
Chicago and Alton Railread fer the coal and grain 
carrying trade of Central and Western Illinois. 
It is possible that the object is to compel pur- 
chase by the Chicago and Alton Company. 
Since January last the North-western, the Rock 
Island and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Roads have been waring on freight rates to Des 
Moines, and are still earrying at the rate of 8 to 10 
cents per hundred, but indications of a coming 
peace are visible. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 15.—The lease of the 
Richmond branch by the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company to the Kentucky Central 
Railroad Company has been cempleted at 
an annual rental of $24,000. To make a connection 
with the Louisville and Nashville and Knoxville 
branch the Kentucky Central has only to build from 


Winchester to Richmond, 
New-OrnLEANS, May 15.—R. Q. Wilson, of 


New-York, who last week completed the prelimi- 
nary arrangements for the speedy construction of 
a railroad from New-Orleans to Memphis, 
by way of Baton Rouge and Vicksburg, 
on the east bank of the river, has _ pro- 
posed to the Mississippi Valley Railway 
Company to guarantee the bords of that portion 
of the line from Natches to Bowie, Ark., and pay 
all the necessary expenses for surveys, &., so far 
incurred, and to build the road by way of Natchez, 
instead of running the line in the rear of that city, 
as was first proposed.

PROTECTION OF GAME, 
> - 
THE CLOSING MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION 


FOR THIS YEAR. 
The closing meeting of the New-York Asso- 
ciation forthe Protection of Game for the season 
of 1881-2 was held last evening at Pinard’s, the 


Hon, Robert B, Roosevelt, President, in the chair, 


Mr. Thomas N. Cuthbert, Secretary, read a com- 


munication from Mr. Seth Green, Superistendent 
of the State Fishery Commission, complaining that 
seine fishing was carried on in Otsego Lake, and 
that the average catch of black bass weighing two 
pounds each was about 150 per day. In 1872, 


Mr. Green states, 100 black bass were deposited in 


Otsego Lake by the Fish Commission. Before 


this, there were none inthe lake. This shows how 
rapidly black bass increase when deposited in 
suitable waters. He deplores the fact that the fish 
are being taken by wholesale, after the take has just 
been fairly stocked, and before they have spawned, 
Black bass, he says, should not be caught in this 
State before June 15 or Jaly 1. The communication 
was referred to the Committee on Game Laws, 


Mr. Roosevelt, the President, delivered an inter- 


esting address, in which Western and Eastern trout 
were compared. In 1875, he said, the introduction 
of the trout, which for the want of a better desig- 
nation has been called California mountain trout, 
was undertaken by the New-York Fishery Com- 
mission, and so successful has the undertaking 
been that the Commissioners hope this year to raise 
and distribute 4,000,000 of the young of this variety. 
Many of our trout streams, continued Mr. Roose- 
velt, have become completely exhausted, and 
neither the discontinuance of fishing nor the stock- 
ing with young fish will replenish them. The con- 
ditions affecting them have changed, and they will 
no longer either produce or sustain a delicate and 
exacting fish such as our brook trout is. The 
spawning grounds, too, have become changed, and 
no efforts will ever replenish the streams so as to 
make them trout brooks in the original significance 
of the term. The California trout, however, will 
not only live in these streams, but prefers 
some of the conditions which are destructive to 
speckied trout. He prefers water not too cold, 
and cares nothing about the hot rays of the sun. 
He spawns later and hatches more quickly, and at 
a season when food is more abundant for the fry. 
He will endure worse treatment, can be more 
easily manipulated bv hand, can be raised 
in preserves with little difficulty, and grows mucn 
faster. With this fish the New-York Commission 
hopes to restock many of the old-time trout ponds 
and brooks of the State. There is only one thing, 
said Mr. Roosevelt, in conclusion, to prevent the 
restocking of the waters of this State with this 
fish, and that is a failure to make the annual appro- 

riatiou. The funds are all but exhausted, and it 
8 now a question with the commission whether to 
abandon the hatching of shad or destroy the 4,000,- 
000 of eggs which they have obtained from the 
California mountain trout. 

Mr. Paul Du Chaillu gave an interesting deserip- 
tion of his fishing and hurting experiences in Swe- 
den and Norway. He had found trout in immense 

uantities, he said, at a distance of 4,000 
eet above the level of the sea, as well 
asinthe lower waters. The former grew to an 
enormous size, and could not have been mixed 
with salmon, as they were separated from the latter 
by falls 1,000 feet high. They all took the fly well, 
but the larger species favored worms. Notrout 
can be found in the ice waters near the gla- 
ciers, but are plentiful in the snow waters, 
probably because snow contains animalcule#. 
Pike alone was found in some_ waters, 
and attained a size of from 40 to 70 pounds. .When 
the natives wished to give him an unusual dainty 
they cooked him trout ova in cream—a most deli- 
cious dish. Moose were only permitted to be killed 
during four weeks of the year, and, although keen 
sportsmen, the inhabitants of Scandinavia never 
trunsgressed the game laws. The country was a 
magnificent sporting region, abounding in game 
of all descriptions, but sportsmen were greatly an- 
noyed by mogquitoes and sand-flies. Mr. Da Chaillu 
received a@ vote of thanks at the close of the 
meeting.

THE FISHING AWARDS. 

Ottawa, Ontario, May 15.—Mr. Whitcher, 
Commissioner of Fisheries, writes as follows to the 
Citizen; *“*The proposed disposition of the un- 
claimed balance of the Geneva award among im- 
aginary claimants, as mentioned in last night’s tel- 
egrams, affords an opportunity to dispose of the 
excess paid by Great Britain in satisfaction of the 
late unpleasantness in Fortune Bay, Nova Scotia. 
It will be recollected that the American Govern- 


ment claimed $120,000 for alleged losses ¢u. tained 
by United States fishermen through forei')i: inter- 
tuption by Newfoundlanders while fish. unlaw- 
fully. The subject was discussed by Sir dward 
Thornton and Mr. Blaine at Washington in a com- 
fortable sort of way, and it was agreed to settle for 
a lump sum of $75,000 without investigation. It 
now turns out that the claims receipted to 
United States agents who were instructed to 
disburse the money apportioned to each suffering 
owner amounted, all told, to $52,977 26. I havea 
complete list of the original claims and an authen- 
tic schedule of final payments. Having thus claimed 
more than double the settled losses and accepted 
about one-third less, there should be no difficulty 
in refunding the unused surplus of $22,022 74. It 
might appropriately be used to indemnify the in- 
habitants for the injury inflicted on their local 
fishing by intruders who have actually profited by 
their own wrong-doing.”’

FREDERIC E. GIBERT. 

Mr. Frederic E. Gibert died at his residence, 
No. 298 Fifth-avenue, at 6 o’clock last evening of 
pneumonia, which developed from a cold con- 
tracted during the recent bad spell of weather. 
He was confined to his residence but three days, 
and his death was a surprise as well as a shock to 
his friends. Mr. Gibert was born in Newport, R. 
I., Oct. 11, 1810. He wasthe son of Nicholas Gibert, 
who came to this City in 1811 and embarked in the 
mercantile business. Mr. Gibert was graduated at 
Columbia College in 1830, and in 1852 married Miss 


Margaret Reynolds, the daughter of Col. James 8S. 
Reynolds. Three children were born to him, Au- 
dinette, Frederic Jr.,and Lelia, now the wife of 
Mr. L. H. Chapin, the grandson of Mr. Chester 
H. Chapin, the President of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad. All of the children survive him. Mr. 
Gibert never engaged in business pursuits nor en- 
tered public life. He was, however, prominent in 
social circles, and was a Director in the Academy 
of Music, several banks and charitable institutions, 
and in the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Express Company. When a young man he was 
foreman of Engine Company No. 5, of the Volun- 
teer Fire Department, a popular organization of 
the time. He was a strong Democrat, and, while 
taking a deep interest in politics, never took part 
in political life except to permit his name to be 
used as an Elector on the Buchanan ticket. 
Mr. Gibert acted as second for Mr. Wil- 
liam Hayward, of South Carolina, when 
that gentleman fought his duel with August Bel- 
mont in Maryland in 1841. Mr. Belmont and Mr. 
Gibert, however, became very warm friends after 
that, and the closest intimacy existed between 
them up to the time of the latter’s death. Mr. 
Gibert was one of the founders of the old New- 
York Club, and was President of it. He was Presi- 
dent of the New-York Club for 12 years after it 
was reorganized, and only resigued his position 
some two weeks ago. Mr. Gibert was 
a man of exemplary habits, genial, popular, 
and highly respected. He was very charitable and 
gave largely to institutions for the care of infants 
and orphans, in which he took great interest. He 
was conscious up to the last moments and was 
surrounded by his’ entire family, except bis son 
Audinette, who, with his wive, is in Paris. The

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TRYING JAMES D. MANTROP. 


SOME TESTIMONY BY PETER HEVENER AS TO 
THE €OCHET CLAIM, WHICH HE VALUED 
AT $1,200,000,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—The famous Cochet 
claim, which has brought into prominence James 
D. Mantrop, was up again this morning before 
Judge Thayer. Mantrop is charged with. embez- 
zling 3,000 shares of the stock of the Denver City 
Consolidated Mining Company, and of disposing of 
the stock and holding on to $4,500 belonging to 
Peter Hevener. Mr. Hevener testified as to the 
claim, after which be was cross-examined in rela- 
tion to the claim against Peru. He said he bad 


deait in all kinds of merchandise in Peru for about 
12 years. He negotiated for the purchase of the 
Cochet claim. When he was asked what he esti- 
mated the value of it was he said $1,200,000,000. 
He searched for the heirs, but could not 
find any until 1879, when he found one in_ Lima 
named Galacios Cochette, about 34 years old. He 
obtained from a Mr. Landreau the information that 
Galacios had a right to the claim as heir of his 
father, who discovered the guano in 1840, the laws 
of Peru giving to every discoverer one-third of the 
thing discovered. Mr. Hevener could not remem- 
ber the name of the first person from whom he de- 
rived information concerning the elaim. He made 
a contract with Galacios Cochette, and then he 
hunted up the record of his baptism. Hecould not 
remember the date of his birtn, but the registry set 
out that the son of Alexander Cochette and his wife 
Comanche was baptized at 1 year of age by name 
of Galacios, and Mr. Hevener had him identified by 
agentieman who knew him. After some further 
testimony, the witness gave the deed to Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, Secretary of Dr. Stewart, to keep until he 
called for it. 

Dr. Franklin Stewart testified that he purchased 
a share of the Cochet claim from Mr. Hevener per- 
sonally and a one-half share from Mr. Mantrop. 
Hevener was to take 3,000 shares of Denver City 
Consolidated Mining steck, and the witness gave 
that number of shares to Mantrop to give to Mr. 
Hevener, It was valued at $1 50 per share. The 
witness sold a share and a half of the Cochet claim 
to Mr. Shipherd. On cross-examination, the witness 
said that he was now engaged in the manufacture 
of proprietary medicines. When he surrendered 
the deed he got from Mantrop to Hevener, and got 
a new deed from Hevener, the latter did not give 
the witness any indemnity against any elaim by 
Mantrop. It was at the witness’s suggestion that 
the transfer was put upon the back of the deed by 
Mantrop, and the witness gave hima receipt for 
the deed. The recital in the deed where the death, 
&e., of Cocbet should have been was in fbiank. 
The shares of stock the witness gave Mantrop were 
negotiable in the condition they were then in. 

George Hevener, son of Peter Hevener, testified 
that Mantrop had acted as an agent for his father, 
Robert Thompson and Samuel Peck, members of 
the New-York Bar, testified, and this closed the 
testimony for the prosecution. 

Mr. Brooke then asked the court to instruct the 
jury to acquit the prisoner for technical reasons. 
As to the bill charging the embezzlement of money 
the Judge said he could not see how there could be 
a conviction, but as tothe other bill, as to the em- 
bezzlement of the stock, he would let the jurv pass 


upon that tact. The defense offered no testimony, 
but depended upon the argument of counsel.

JUDGE WESTBROOK’S ACTS 


YHE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
STILL HEARING EVIDENCE. 


Wxorus F. ANDREWS APPEARS AND Is EX- 


AMINED—TESTIMONY IN THE LEBANON 
‘SPRINGS RAILROAD CASE—SOME TES- 
TIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 


‘The Westbrook-Ward investigation, which 
continued before the Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittee, at the St. James Hotel, yesterday, was re- 
markable chiefly for the somewhat confusing vari- 
ty of testimony elicited. Quite a large number 
f witnesses were questioned, and the various 
Bpecific matters under investigation were sand- 
(Wiched together indiscriminately. Some surprise 
Bnd disappointment were manifested at the out- 
me of the examination of Rufus F. Andrews, 
nd considerable wonder was expressed that ex- 
udge Hilton was not examined. No new facts of 
portance were elicited during the day. 
. Rufus F. Andrews wasealled to the stand, and 
first examined by Mr. Perry, who, prior to the call- 
Ing of the committee to order, had been in con- 
‘versation with ex-Judge Henry Hilton. The wit- 
hess promptly admitted having presented the 
Nyritten charges—which were published in Taz 
Times of last Saturday—of improper influences 
{having been used in the disposition of the suit of 
‘Alexander Stewart and Ann Jane Bailey against 
the estate of the late A. T. Stewart. The two per- 
¥ons named, claiming to be relatives of the mer- 
vhant millionaire, had brought suit for a share of 
the estate, and they were represented by S. F. Knee- 
yand and Clark H. Chapman as counsel. Charges 
were preferred against the two last named lawyers, 
and a motion was made before Judge Westbrook 
to have them removed as counsel for the plaintiffs 
In the action and Ira Shafer substituted for them. 
This motion was granted. This was in Oetober, 
1878, and Mr. Andrews was employed as counsel to 
vindicate the characters of Messrs. Kneeland and 
Chapman. The witness said he made the charges 


BS published, and he proposed to furnish to the com- 
mittee two witnesses who could prove them. 

t Mr, Stetson—Have you a personal knowledge of 

‘the facts alleged in your charges? 

| The Witness—No; Ido ers to know of 
he facts myself. My knowledge of the matter was 

obtained from two witnesses, whose names I am 

prepared to give to the committees if desired to

| Mr. Stetson—Please stateFthe names of wit- 

esses who can substantiate the charges. 

The Witness—The first witness that 1 will name 
As Mr. Ira Shafer. 

. Mr. Stetson—Do you know of any other wit- 
messes? 

The Witness—I know of no other now living. 
| Mr. Stetson—Are there any documents in exist- 
‘ence that will substantiate your charges? 

The Witness—Yes, Sir; Ira Shafer’s bank-book 
jand check-books, if he is required to produce them, 
ill, I think, fully substantiate the charges. 
| When asked what reason he had for believing 
that Mr. Shafer could substantiate the charges, 
‘Mr. Andrews said he had seen some checks in Mr. 
Shafer’s possession, but, he hastened to add, never 
mBny check that would implicate Judge Westbrook. 

Assemblyman Potter—Have you made these 
‘eharges on suspicion or on facts? 

The Witness—No, Ihave not made them on sus- 
spicion. Iam ready to give the names of witnesses 
‘to prove them. I supposed that this commitee was 
facting in a similar capacity as a Grand Jury, and I 
am willing to aid it all Lcanin getting hold of cer- 
tain facts. 

Mr. Andrews explained that he saw the checks 
alluded toin Mr. Shafer’s possession in a room on 
the first floor of the Windsor Hotel in this City. He 
ee them accidentally. They were lying on a table, 

e thought, and he could not recollect whether 
there was anybody in the room besides Mr. Shafer 
and himself. He could not tell whose signature 
Was on the checks, nor to whose order they were 
made payable. He thought one of the checks was 
signed by Alexander & Green. The witness stated 
that he had not given the committee the names of 
all of the parties who knew about the circum- 
gwtances mentioned in his charges. When requested 
to give the names, he mentioned B. G. Jayne 
and Price Lewis, detectives, and Mr. P. Wilmot. 
Those men, he said, brought Alexander Stew- 
art on here from Vermont and kept him at 
the Metropolitan Hotel in their charge for 
seven months. They kept the old man 
there until he signed a releaee of his claims against 
the estate. Mr. Andrews said that Jayne could 
prove that Schafer furnished the money to defray 
the expenses of Alexander Stewart, ard it could 
liso be proved by Jayne that Judge Hilton em- 
ployed Shafer. He did not know that Jayne could 

ive any information about any money having 

en paid to Judge Westbrook. On that point the 

witness had no positive knowledge himself. He 

could not remember whether the checks seen by 

him at the Windsor Hotel were filled up or not. He 

“ not pay any particular attention to them at the 
e 


Chairman Poucher—I do not see how those 
checks are connected with Judge Westbrook or 
this Stewart litigation. 

The Witness—I say that Ira Shafer can explain 
allthat. I charge that his check-books will show 
the connection. 

Chairman Poucher—You think then that Alex- 
ander Stewart got some money in consideration of 
the settlement of this case? 

The Witness—I know that he did, and I know 
that he never paid Mr. Shafer anything. Mr. 
Shafer was not employed by him. 

Mr. Stetson stated that a subpoena had been is- 
sued for Ira Shafer, but that the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
‘upon calling at his office, had been shown a tele- 

am stating that Mr. Shafer was confined te his 
ouse in Ulster County by sickness. 

After Mr. Andrews had left the stand, Mr. Perry 
stepped over to ex-Judge Hilton, and after a 
whispered conversation the latter left the room. 
The matter of- Mr. Andrews’s charges was not 
brought up again during the day. 

Edward Newcomb was recalled and produced 
rertain papers in the suit brought for the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver for the Lebanon Springs Rail- 
road. He testified that the order appointing the 
Receiver in the Sackett suit was granted at the 
Bpecial Term in Kingston, as was also the order 
Bppointing the Receiverin the people’s suit. Mr. 

ewcomb said that he was appointed Receiver of 
the Atlantic and Mutual Life Insurance Company 
by Judge Westbrook in the latter part of July, 1877. 
He had come to New-York on business and met 

udge Westbrook in the Rossmore Hotel, and 
he latter told him that he had been 
ppointed Receiver. He had made no applica- 
fon for the appointment, nor had he ever 
bad any practical experience inthe life insurance 
business. In answer to various questions put by 
Mr. Stetson the witness stated that he remembered 
going to Baltimore in 1864 to collect soldiers’ votes, 
and he there met Charles Donohue. No charges 
were ever preferred against himself, together with 
Donohue and Mr. Perry, for fraud in relation tothe 
soldiers’ vote, nor did he ever turn State’s evi- 
fence against Donohue. He was under arrestin 
Baltimore in 1864, but he did not know by whom 

@ was arrested nor upon what charge he 
was arrested. Immediately after giving his 
testimony before a military commission he 
‘was released. Mr. Stetson read a trief ex- 
traet from an old newspaper article stating 
that Edward Newcomb had, by turning State’s 
Bvidenee in the matter of the alleged fraudulent 
manipulation of the soldiers’ votes, seeured his 
pwn release from custody. Mr. Newcomb said 
that he desired to stamp that charge as absolutely 
and unqualifiedly false. He was commissioned in 
1864 by Gov. Seymour to go to Baltimore and take 

oldiers’ votes. He went to Fort McHenry, the 

arracks, and other places, and announeed openly 
that he was taking soldiers’ votes only for Me- 
Clellan. He was arrested at Barnum’s Hotel very 
unexpectedly. and by men whom he did not know, 
and after being taken to the Provost Marshal’s of- 

ce, was heid in eonfinement in a heuse opposite 
hat office. His brother called upon him and told him 
hat certain parties had been engaged in a fraudu- 
lent attempt to manipulate the soldiers’ vote, but 
dded, *‘You are not implicated in it.” At the 
tah Hotel Mr. Newcomb was subsequently ques- 
hHioned closely about his mission to Baltimore, and 
was there told that there were no charges against 
him. The next day be was called to identify some 
blank powers of attorney for the taking of sol- 
diers’ votes. After returning to Albany he pro- 
posed to make a public statement denying the pub- 
hed charge against him of turning State’s evi- 
dence, but he was advised by William Cassidy, 
editor of the Albany A7gus; Peter Cagger, the 
Hon. Henry Smith, and the Hon. Hamilton Harris 
mot to say anything about it. However, as the 
charge had been persistently circulated for 20 
years, he wanted to deny it emphatically. He had 
mever had any conversation with Judge West- 
\prook on the subject. 

Edward Crane was recalled, and identified re- 
ceipts given him by J. W. Van Valkenburgh for 
eash paid the latter as Receiver. The witness said 
he received in one block $300,000 of the Receiver’s 
certificates, and subsequently returned $24,000 of 
them. Mr. Crane explained that he held the cer- 
tificates as security for what moneys he had aa- 
vanced. The Receiver was at liberty to sel! them 

t 90 if he could, and account to witness, or the 
latter could sell them ac the same price and ac- 

pount to the Receiver for the difference between 
jhat figure and the amount advanced on them. 

- At this point Mr. Stetson arose and called the at- 

tention of the corumittee to the fact that the reso- 
\ution under which they were conducting this in- 
vestigation embraced all matters pertaining to the 
appointment of Receivers for insolvent insurance 
pompanies by Judge Westbrook. Inasmuch as those 
particular matters had been inquired into by aspecial 

tommittee of the Assembly, he suggested that it 

Would savetime for the Judiciary Committee to 

Vail itself of the testimony elicited by the special 
ommittes, so far as it related to Judge West- 

rook’s acts. He moved, therefore, that an appli- 
pation ba made fora eoee of the printed testimony 
taken before the special committee, and that it be 

Jncorporated as part of the evidence before the 
Judiciary Committee, of course allowing the coun- 
Bel for vee Westbrook to read over the said tes- 
timony and verify it in such manner as he might 
teem groper. 

The Hon. Hamilton Harris thought that this was 
B remarkable motion, and he vigorously opposed 
it. The testimony taken before the special com- 
mittee of the Assembly had been collected without 
Judge Westbrook being represented by counsel, 
and if it was to be introduced as evidence in this 
investigation, it would be his (Harris’s) duty to go 
over it and examine it thoroughly, and to do that 
Wwonid take him at least one month. All of that 

idence was to be reported to the same legislative 

y to which the Judiciary Committee must also 
report, and it wou'd be superfluous to present the 
es matter to the Assembly in a doubie form. 

Mr. Stetson said he wanted something relating 
je Judge Westbrook’s appointment of Receivers 


for insurance companies before the Judiciary Com- 

mittee upon which it could itself take action. He 

said it would be perfectly proper for the Judiciary 

Committee to accept the testimony elicited by an- 

other committee of the Assembly, and that would 

the quickest and most economical wav of get- 
ting at the matter. Unless the committee could 
consent to accepting this printed testimony, the 
counsel for the committee would proceed to issue 
subpoenas for all of the witnesses examined by the 
special committee and have their testimony taken 
over —. 

Mr. Harris thought that such a proceeding would 
be entirelv useless. The proposition of Mr. Stetson, 
he said, was one of the “most startling that had 
ever been made before any tribunal,” and he ear- 
nestly protested against it. 

Mr. Stetson maintained that there was a differ- 
ence in the ultimate purposes of the two commit- 
tees. The investigation by the special committee 
was directed against the Receivers, while this in- 
vestigation was directed against Judge Westbrook. 
He, therefore, could not see any reason why the 
testimony taken = the other committee might not 
be considered by the Judiciary Committee in its re- 
lation to Judge Westbrook’s official conduct. 

Chairman Poucher said that the committee 
would announce its decision on the motion in due 
time. After the noon recess the Chairman stated 
that the committee had decided that it would be 
improper and unjust to allow the printed testi- 
mony taken by another committee to be presented 
and read at this investigation. The witnesses 
should be summoned before the committee and 
subjected to a cross-examination. 

Aaron J. Vanderpoel, in answer to questions by 
Mr. Harris, said that, as an Executor of an estate, 
he represented certain bonds of the Lebanon 
Springs Railroad. He was present on two occa- 
sions at hearings before Judge Westbrook, at 
Kingston, in the application of certain bondholders 
to be made codefendants in the Sackett suit. The 
witness said he had no doubt as to the case being 
@ proper one for a Receiver. 

Mr. Harris asked the witness if he saw any im- 
propriety in the letters written by Judge West- 
brook to Gen. Swayne. 

Mr. Vanderpoel—I don’t know as I do. There 
are some expressions used there that you would 
not use and that I would not use. 

The witness testified that he made the motion to 
have F. L. Westbrook appointed Referee in the 
Manhattan litigation. Mr. Westbrook told him 
that he would like to be appointed, and asked him to 
speak to the other parties interested about it. He 
could not remember clearly whether he ever made 
the remark that “the appointment of Frederick L. 
Westbrook would be a pleasant thing all around.” 

Judge Ashbel Green, of the law firm of Alexander 
& Green, answered various questions relating to 
the legal steps taken in the Manhattan litigation. 
He said that he saw no impropriety in Judge West- 
brook’s letters to Gen. Swayne, but something very 
unwise. The correspondence was liable to mis- 
construction. 

Russell C. Root was recalled and asked if be had 
heard the testimouy of Edward Crane. He re- 
plied that he had heard Mr. Crane’s romance. He 
then proceeded to criticise many of Mr. Crane's 
statements relative to the management of the Leb- 
anon Springs Road, characterizing some of them as 
absolutely false. The witness said the road was 
in a good running condition at the time it was 
thrown into the hands of a Reeeiver. Mr. Root 
was particularly severe on Mr. Henry A. Tilden, 
whom, he said, filled him up with checks upon 
banks in which he had no funds. Mr. Tilden at 
one time expected to be appointed Receiver of the 
Lebanon Springs Road, but Mr. Ostrander got hold 
of 20 or 30 judgments on file against him in Hudson 
County, ranging in amount from $20 up into the 
thousands, ** and that, of course, killed his chances.” 

José F. De Navarro was recalled after the recess, 
and stated that of the persons who were Directors 
in the New-York Loan and Improvement Company 
on May 20, 1879, the date of the first elevated rail- 
way tripartite acreement, he, W. R. Garrison, and 
Horace Porter were Directors of the Metropolitan 
Company on Oct. 22, 1881, and at the former date 
Navarro owned 4,696 shares, Garrison 1,100 shares, 
and Porter 1,627 shares of Loan and Improvement 
stock. On Oct. 1, 1881, witness owned about 600 
shares in all of elevated stock in the three companies. 
On Oct. 4 he purehased 4,000 shares of Manhattan 
at 197g; on Oct. 6 2,000 shares at 2134; on Oet. 8 
100 shares at 26; on Oct. 1 4,000 shares of New-York 
Elevated stock at 11434, and on Oct, 14 1,000 shares 
of Metropolitan at 874. 

L. B. Bunnell was recalled, and testified that in 
the hearing on the Lebanon Springs Railroad case, 
before Judge Westbrook, he heard no suggestion 
made in court and knew of noagreement between 
counsel that F. L. Westbrook should be the coun- 
sel to whom the pavers in the case were to be sent, 
as F, L. Westbrook on Saturday last testified. 

Gen. McCullough also was recalled, and testified 
that he heard nothing of such an agreement or 
understanding. 

There being no other witnesses before the com- 
mittee on the part of the State, several who were 
subpoenaed having failed to appear, it was agreed 
that ex-Senator Haines might call some witness for 
the defense, in order that the time of the commit- 
tee might not belost. William B. Whitiny, a lawyer, 
who represented certain policy-holders in the 
Globe Mutual Life Insurance Company, was called, 
and gave some details of legal proceedings taken 
after the Receivership in that company was created. 

Mr. Hildreth Bloodgood was then called for the 
State and gavean account of the efforts made to 
run the Lebanon Springs Railroad, and of the 
turning of the property over to Russell C. Root to 
operate, and of the subsequent proceedings before 
Judge Westbrook, in the course of which Marvin 
Sackett procured the appointment of Van Vaiken- 
burgh as Receiver. He corroborated the main 
points of the testimony of Messrs. Park and Root, 

reviously given, as to the opposition made by the 

Condholdats to any Receivership, and of the efforts 
to be admitted afterward as parties to the suit and 
the refusal of the court to admit them. He said he 
never knew of any general consent or agreement 
that F. L. Westbrook should be made attorney or 
counsel in the case. He knew of no complaints of 
bondholders as to the condition of the road, though 
there were some of the usual complaints of bond- 
holders who were not then receiving any return 
from their investments inthe road. 

The witness submitted a number of letters from 
T. B. Wickes, of Boston, to John Bloodgood, in 
which the writer endeavored to get Mr. Bloodgood 
to negotiate $300,000 of the certificates issued by 
Receiver Van Valkenburgh at about 70, though 
they had cost Wickes 8. This was in September 
last. 

Cc. B. Alexander, of the firm of Alexander & 

treen, attorneys for the Manhattan Company, testi- 
fied as te proceedings had before Judge Westbrook, 
in Albany, in the final hearing of the suit of the 
people against the Manhattan’s Company’s road. 

His testimony added nothing to that already given. 

Joseph W. Burnham, a broker, owner of 1,600 
shares of Metropolitan stock, testified that Otis D. 
Ashley applied to him in July, 1881, to join with 
others in bringing a suit by the Manhattan Company 
to enforce the thirteen-million-dollar claim for stock 
issued to the other companies. Mr. Ashley men- 
tionea to him the name of Mr. Watson, by whom a 
suit was afterward begun. Witness went to Ku- 
rope in August, and left with Sylvester H. Kneo- 
land authority to control his interests in bis hold- 
ings of Metropolitan stoek. Witness refused to 
join in the suit as requested by Ashley. 

James Ruso, the official stenographer of the As- 
sembly and of this investigating committee, testi- 
fied that he acted as stenographer in the trial or 
final hearing inthe suit ef the people against the 
Manhattan Company held in the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s room in the Delavan House. 

The committee directed him to make a tran- 
script of the testimony to be placed on the record. 

The committee then adjourned to meet again in 
this City on Friday next.

The mother 
was not ina position to provide for her, and with 
her consent Mr. Winans made application to 
the Orphans’ Court for an order making 
him the little girl’s guardian. The _let- 
ters were granted, and from that time 
the child became a member of thefamily. She was 
christened Mabel Winans, and treated by her foster 
parents with the same tenderness and consideration 
with which they might have treated their own off- 
spring. She was carefully educated, and lived 
with every comfort of life at her command. Her 


mother had in the meanwhile married a second 
time, and removed to Sussex County. One day last 
Winter the littie girl asked permission to make a 
visit to an uncle, employed as a flagman at the 
South Orange station of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad. It was freely accorded, 
and the girl was driven to her uncle’s house. She 
failed to return at the appointed time, and when 
the uncle was called upon he declared that she had 
made up her mind not to return, The girl was not 
at his house, and he refused to say where she had 
gone. An order requiring him to produce her 
in court was issued. He appeared in response to 
the writ, but refused to say anything as to the 
whereabouts of the girl, and was sent to jail for 
contempt. Meanwhile detectives were engaged, 
and they finally traced her to the home of her 
mother in Newton, Sussex County, and she was 
taken back to Newark. She was placed in the 
care of the Winans, and Mrs. Luppi commenced 
proceedings to have the letters of guardianship is- 
sued to Mr. Winans set aside and herself declared 
the guardian of her offspring. She contended that 
she is able now to provide for the child, and that 
if she ever consented to Mr. Winans becoming the 
child’s guardian, it was only with the idea that his 
care of her was to be temporary. She said, too, 
that since she quit the service of the Winans she 
had been allowed to see the child at long intervals, 
and then only through the windows of the coach in 
which the little one bad been driven to her. 
Mabel had a decided preference for Mr. and 
Mrs. Winans, and when she met Mrs. Luppi in 
court refused to recognize or greet her as her 
mother. Mr. Winans claimed that the effort to 
take the child from him had not been prompted 
by motherly affection, but as he is a Protestant and 
the mother and her relatives are Catholics, that it 
‘was the result of priestly interference. He claimed, 
too, that the child will be much happier in his care, 
andthat he is better able to sustain her in the 
sphere of life for which she has been trained and 
educated. Judge McCarter’s decision, just rendered, 
decrees the eustody of the child to her guardian, 
and he is given leave to adopt her and to change 
berrname from ‘Mary Luppi--that bestowed upon 
her by her mother—to Mahel Winans

JAY GOULD’S NEW MONOPOLY. 
CONSOLIDATION OF CABLE INTERESTS AND 
INCREASE OF TARIFF RATES. 


The long-pending pooling agreement between 
the cable companies was finally ratified yesterday, 
and coincident with that arrangement was made 
public the statement that Gould’s new cables had 
formally passed to the control of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The basis of the cable 
pool was fixed two months ago, the main features 
of which have been explained in Taz Times, The 
matter of details has been the cause of much de- 
lay, and Mr. Norvin Green said last night that modi- 
fications had been made by diseussions over the 


cable almost daily since the 1st of last month. The 
contract, he said, was not in complete form until 
within the past week. Yesterday was the earliest 
day at which a ratification of the agreement could 
take plaee. In addition to providing for the pro 
rata distribution of net earnings through the new 
pool, allthe cable companies have joined in execut- 
jing @ pew agreement with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company—a ‘‘supplemental agreement” 
the companies term it, for there previously existed 
contracts under which the several cable companies 
were bound to the Western Union either by direct 
contract or by agreements with companies 
swallowed up by the Western Union. The Anglo- 
American Cable Company was bound to the 
Western Union; the French Cable Company was 
under contract to the American Union Telegraph 
Company, and the Direct Cable Company was held 
by leases to the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph 
Company. To secure compliance with all of these 
existing contracts, differing materially in their 
terins and provisions, was found by the Western 
Union Company to be difficult, if not absolutely im- 
possible. Subsequent to the Gould consolidation 
of the telegraph companies suits were begun to set 
his scheme aside, the suits being brought in the 
names and interests of the Direct and French Cable 
Companies, claiming that coalition with the West- 
ern Union by the Atlantic and Pacific and the 
American Union would work serious dam- 
age to all cable interests except those of 
the Anglo-American Company, already held 
by the Western Union. The agreement ratified 
yesterday was the outgrowth of eftorts toward 
compromise. President Green stated yesterday 
that while in its general provisions the new agree- 
ment does not substantially differ from the old, it 
is advantageous to the Western Union in that it 
gives tolls on all messages over all the wires of all 
the cable companies. This, he estimated would in- 
crease tolls by at least $40,000 a month. The Direct 
and French Cable Companies relinquish their wires 
leased to New-York over which messages were for- 
merly sent east without toll. Against this gain by 
the Western Union that company gives up a rental 
from the cable companies amounting to $17,000 a 


ear. 

The lease of the new Gould cables by the West- 
ern Union has been long mooted. Theterms of the 
lease are, in substance, that the Western Union 
shall pay to the cable company $700,000 a year, 
equal to 5 per cent. upon the $14,000,000 of the 
cable company's outstanding stock. The Gould 
people have estimated that the new cable compa- 
ny’s pro rata share of the pooled earnings will 
reach $1,000,000 annually. That share, whatever it 
may be, goes, by the agreement of yesterday, 
to the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
the latter company having to pay operating 
expenses and keep up repairs. The cable did 
its first regular business yesterday, the rate being 
fixed at 50 cents a word from the start. The ad- 
vance to the same figure from the twenty-five-cent 
rate by the other companies will be made next 
Monday. This doubling of the established charge 
is but the natural consequence of the further 
strength given to the monopoly by the latest pool- 
ing arrangement and the bringing of the new 
cables into the Western Union system. Presi- 
dent Green said, touching this agreement with the 
Gould cable company, that the question of profits 
to the Western Union from the new contract was 
** dependent wholly upon the luck we have in es- 
caping breaks in the cables. If repairs of conse- 
quence are frequently demanded our contract may 
not be a paying one.’ He stated that an office of 
the Western Union Company is to be established at 
oncein London, It will be situated beside the Bank 
of England,

POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 
GEN. N. M. CURTIS ARRAIGNED BEFORE THE 

UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT. 
Judge Benedict heard arguments in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday morning in 
the case of Gen. N. M. Curtis, indicted on a charge 
of collecting political assessments from Govern- 
ment employes in the Custom-house, Gen. Cur- 
tis’s counsel, Edwin B. Smith, presented a “ gen- 
eral demurrer” to the indictment. It set forth that 
the matter of the indictment was insufficient, that 
the defendant was not obliged to amswer it, and 


that, therefore, the case should be dismissed. Mr, 
Smith, in support of the demurrer, argued that the 
statutes failed to reveal any authority for the 
finding of an indictment such as is presented 
against the defendant, even if the sec- 
tions of the law are strained to the utmost. 
It certainly could not be right to assume that. be- 
eause the defendant was employed by the Govern- 
ment, Congress could dictate to him what his 
actions should be outside of his relatious as a pub- 
lic employe. The indictment, eounsel further held, 
did not charge that Gen. Curtis received the as- 
sessments in the discharge of his official duties. He 
received them simply as a private citizen and 
member of the Republican State Committee, to be 
devoted to political purposes. Though the indict 

ment set forth that this purpose was a State and 
official one, it failed to say that the money was 
received by the defendant in his official capa- 
city as a Government employe. Inasmuch 
as Congress could not interfere with the actions of 
a private citizen, therefore the defendant was not 
amenable to Federal law for the receipt of the as- 
sessment money. In case it was deemed that Gen. 
Curtis, in receiving. assessment money, was guilty 
of an act detrimental to the best interests of the 
State Government, counsel insisted that it was the 
business of the Legislature to have interfered and 
prevented such action. It did not belong to the 
Federal Government to act. So far as the intrinsic 
merit of the act of receiving the assessment was 
eoncerned, counsel declared there was no room to 
question the right of persons to contribute their 
money for the purpose of printing and circulating 
matter for political purposes. It did not matter 
whether they were private citizens or public em- 
ployes. Another argument advanced by counsel 
was that the money was collected for use in a 
State election merely, and had nothing to 
do with any election for Federal officers. 
He denounced the act upon which the indictment 
was based asa partisan measure, rushed through 
at the closing hours of Congress, and held that all 
such legislation should be “reprobated” by the 
courts of the land, Counsel closed his argument by 
reading the pamphlet published by the Civil Service 
Retorm Association relating to the removal of Gen. 
Curtis from office and to his Indietment. This doc- 
ument he declared to be “a lie,” issued for politi- 
cal effect, and paid for by donations. At the close 
of the counsel's address Judge Benedict adjourned 
the court, saying the chilliness of the unheated 
court-room rendered it imprudent to hear any fur- 
ther argument. This morning Assistant District 
Attorney Fiero will argue against the dismissal of 
the case on behalf of the Government. Gen. 
Curtis was present during the argument with sey- 


eral friends. 
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RARE BOOKS AND ENGRAVINGS. 
THE SALE OF THE RISTON COLLECTION BE- 
GUN YESTERDAY. 

A sale of rare books, book-cases, engravings, 
etehings, and original sketches from the collection 
of the late John A. Riston, of this City, was begun 
yesterday afternoon at Clinton Hall, and will con- 
tinue for three days. Besidesthe Riston collec- 
tion the catalogue embraces some rare art works, 
English and Duteh black letters, early imprints, 


privately printed works, and limited editions, large 
paper and India proof eopies, rare curiosa, and 
scarce Americana. Inthe collection are superbly 
bound copies of Dibdin’s bibliographical works, 
Elliot’s ‘*Phasionid,’’ the caricatures of Gill- 
ray, Menim’s portraits, Fragonard’s illustra- 
tions of La Fontaine’s Tales, Cuvier’s “ An- 
imal Kingdom,”’ Southey’s copy of Dante, a copy 
of the Louvaine Bible of 1550, Jehah Petit’s 1517 
edition of St. Thomas Aquinas. The engravings 
and etchings are from the burins of Nanteuil, Rem- 
brandt, Wille, Edelinck, Strange, Muller, Fortuny, 
Van Dyck, Durand, Hogarth, Bartolozzl, Laleuze, 
Meissonier, Sharp,and others, including a set of 
quarto picked India proofs to Dickens’s novels af- 
ter Darley, Phiz, Cruikshank, and other famous 
itlustrators. There are also rare portraits 
and views by Guercino, Westall, Floxman, 
Isabey, and Johannot, together with an orig- 
inal portrait painted by Gen. Kosciusco in 1791. 
The sale was opened with booke from the 
Riston library that did not bring extraordinary 
prices on the average, although a fine copy of Wal- 
ton’s *‘Complete Angler,” published by Bagster in 
1815, ran up to $7, and a second copy, issued eight 
years later by Major, was sold at $4 75. Major's 
large paper edition, with India paper impressions, 
1823, was taken at $19, and the edition of Little, 
Brown & Co., of Boston, 1866, brought $12. Major's 
edition, in cloth, brought $7, and a reprint by 
Lewis in 1839 sold for $5. A Spanish walnut book- 
case sold for $80 and another of black walnut for 
$27 50. A beautiful edition of Burton's ‘* Anato- 
my” brought $15 75, and a fine cory of Smirke’s 
translation of * Don Quixote,” printed by Bulmer 
in 1813, was purchased by one of the largest col- 
lectorg in the City for $382.

ATTEMPTING TO SAVE LEIGHTON. 
MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL BASED ON NEW- 
LY DISCOVERED EVIDENCE. 


Augustus D. Leighton, the young colored 
man who is sentenced to be hanged on Friday 
next, in the Tombs Prisen yard, for the murder of 
his paramour, Mary Dean, was taken before Judge 
Daniels, in the Supreme Court, yesterday, on a writ 
of habeas corpus, and a motion for a new trial was 
argued. Col. Charles 8. Spencer and Mr. John F. 
Quarles, the colored lawyer, appeared for the 
motion, and District Attorney McKeon and 
Assistant Distriet Attorney John Vincent appeared 


in opposition. Mr. Quarles read an affidavit made 
by Thomas T. Simmons, a colored man, who swore 
that on the night of June 6, 1880, while passing 
through West Twenty-sixth-street, between Sixth 
and Seventh avenues, he saw a man and woman 
on the opposite side of the street, and heard them 
quarreling. The woman profanely told the man 
that he was a liar, and he responded in a low 
tone, so that Simmons could not hear what 
he said. After they had conversed in low 
tones forashort time the woman struck at the 
man with some weapon, which Simmons supposed 
was a stick. The man struck back, and the woman 
turned and went into the basement of a house. 
After seeing the woman enter the house the man 
Tan away. As he was running Simmons heard 
something metallic fall upon the sidewalk. Sim- 
mons learned next morning of Mary Dean’s murder. 
He swore that he did not say anything about what 
he had seen until recently because he was afraid 
of being inconvenienced, and did not wish to be 
involved ina murder case, He had come forward 
at this late hour because he thought it was his 
duty. An affidavit made by Louis Port, a colored 
man, who lives in a stable at Lexington-avenue and 
Twenty-third-street, was similar to that of Sim- 
mons. Other affidavits of persons who vouched 
for Simmons as respectable, and of Messrs. Spencer 
and Quarles, who averred that they did not pro- 
cure the new evidence until after Leighton had 
been resentenced to death, were read to the court. 
Mr. Quarles spoke in support of the motion,declaring 
that the new evidence was such that he believed no 
jury would, on its face, find Leighton guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. Assistant District Attorney 
Vincent said that the inability of Port to come for- 
ward with his evidence in favor of Leighton before 
the present time was due in great part to the fact 
that he had been in the penitentiary for petty 
larceny. He argued that the new evidence 
was not sufficient to justify the court in 
granting the new trial asked for, and 
that its value to Leighton was nuilified by tne tes- 
timony of the latter that he and Mary Dean struck 
at one another simultaneously. District Attorney 
MeKeon urged that suspicion was thrown upon the 
present attempt to procure a new trial by the fact 
that it had been delayed almost until the time ap- 
ointed for the execution of the sentence upon 
ighton. Col. Spencer argued that the new evi- 
dence was corroborative of Leighton’s testimony, 
and as such should be allowed to go before a jury. 
Judge Daniels reserved his decision.

MISSISSIPPI COTTON FRAUDS. 
A NEW-YORK HOUSE LOSES $30,000—suIT 

BROUGHT AGAINST A MOBILE BANK. 
Bliss, Fabyan & Co., dry goods commission 
merchants at No. 117 Duane-street, have been vic- 
timized to the extent of $30,337 by the alleged cot- 
ton frauds of Green & Co., of Columbus, Miss. The 
firm have brought suit in the Supreme Court 
against the People’s Savings Bank of Mobile, Ala., 
for the recovery of the above named amount, and 
upon their application Judge Donohue has granted 
an attachment against the bank, as it was claimed 
that the bank had funds in this City. The affidavits 


presented on behalf of the firm aver that between 
April 20 and May 10 the firm paid the sum 
named above on three sight drafts, all drawn by 
Green & Co., of Columbus, on the plaintiffs, in the 
name of Wright, Bliss & Fabyan, the former style 
of the firm to the business of which they suc- 
ceeded, in favor of the People’s Savings Bank of 
Mobile as payee. Each draft was accompanied by 
a bill of lading and invoice, and all were previous- 
ly indorsed by the bank and presented to and col- 
lected-from the firm. It is alleged that the bills of 
lading were made by the White Line Central 
l'ransit Company, signed by L. Green, Jr., agent, 
acknowledging to have received from Green & Co. 
500 bales of cotton indorsed Green & Co. The 
vlaintiffs state that in paying the drafts 
they relied upon the indorsements there- 
on and believed that the bills of lading and 
invoices attached were genuine, and that they 
paid the money under a mistake of fact. It 1s 
alleged upon information and belief that the bills 
of lading were false and fraudulent; that the cot- 
ton represented thereby was never, in fact, shipped 
or received by the White Line Central Transit Com- 
piny; that Green, who signed them, was not, in 
iact, the agent of the company at the time of sign 
ing; that the signing was unanthorized by the 
company and fraudulent, and that the People’s 
Savings Bank of Mobile knew or ought to have 
known at the time of its indorsement of the drafts, 
&c., that they were false and fraudulent. The in- 
formation was obtained from the White Line Cen- 
tral Transit Company, which denies that it ever re- 
ceived the cotton or that Green was the agent 
or authorized to sign the bills of lading for 
the company, and claims that the bills of 
lading are fictitious. The cotton was due at Bos- 
ton some time ago, but has not arrived, and after 
careful inquiries the plaintiffs cannot learn that 
any cotton as represented by the bills of lading 
was ever shipped. They allege that Green has 
absconded and fled to parts unknown, The firm 
have demanded payment of the bank of the $30,337, 
and offered to return to them the drafts, bills of 
exchange, and invoices, but the bank refused to 
pay back the money. Deputy Sheriff Aarons has 
served the attachment on the Mechanics’ National 
Bank, which is the New-York correspondent of the 
People’s Savings Bank of Mobile, and supposed to 
have some of its funds on deposit. The Mechanics’ 
Bank yesterday obtained a stay of proceedings in 
the matter of the attachment.

THE PACIFICINSURANCE COMPANY 
LIABILITI“ES ALL PAID AND A DIVIDEND 
MADE BY A RECEIVER, 

The Pacific Mutual Insurance Company 
stopped business in December, 1880, and its Direc- 
tors petitioned the Supreme Court for its dissolu- 
tion. Jacob R. Telfair was appointed its Receiver. 
In December last, Mr. Telfair reported to the 
court that he had received assets of the 
company valued at $348,212 48 and had found 
its abilities to amount to $308,861.74, 
which left a surplus of assets amounting to $34,- 
850 74, from which was to be deducted $20,000 to 
pay the expenses of winding up its affairs. He was 
then ordered to pay a dividend of 75 percent. upon 
all the claims proved against the company, and to 
settle at his discretion such claims as did not 
exceed $500 each. Under this order he has paid 
out $165,182 51. There are nowin the hands of 
Receiver Telfair assets amounting in value to 
$179,450 74, with which to meet liabilities amount- 
ing on their face to $143,672 23, but which 
are likely to be reduced by the rejection of claims 
and by the success of the Receiver in litigation 
now pending. The certain surplus of assets 
over liabilities is therefore $15,771 51. In a report 
made by Receiver Telfair to the Supreme Court 
yesterday, all these facts were recited and permis- 
sion was asked to settle in full all the proved claims 
against the insurance company, by paying the 25 
per cent. now due upon them, and also to use the 
surplus assets in the payment ofa dividend of 5 


per cent. upon the outstanding scrip, or certificates: 


of profits of the company, which amount to $204,- 
270 50. Judge Donohue made an order directing 
the Receiver to settle all claims now proved, and 
all others as they are found valid, and to declare a 
5 per cent, dividend upon thescrip. ,

DEAF-MUTES WHO HEAR AND SPEAK. 

The system pursued at the “ Institution for 
the Improved ‘Instruction of Deaf-mutes,” at Lex- 
ington-avenue, between Sixty-seventh and Sixty- 
eighth streets, discards entirely the use of signs, the 


pupils being taught to understand what is said to 
them by watching the movements of the teacher’s 
lips. The principle is that every sound used in 
speech has its particular mechanism, requiring a 
configuration of the mouth entirely distinct from 
that used in the production of any other sound. 
By careful training a person may learn to distin- 
guish between these various positions during the 
act of phonation, and so acquire the art of lip-read- 
ing, virtually a process of hearing withthe eyes. 
At the recent exhibition of the pupils of the institu- 
tion all questions to the pupils were put orally, no 
signs being used, and the answers were given ina 
similar manner. The scholars understood perfectly 
the questions put to them by Principal Greenberger, 
whether he spoke in an ordinary tone, in a whisper, 
or merely moved the lips without the utterance of 
any sexnd. A singular fact about the exhibition 
was that pupils read Mr. Greenberger’s lips across 
the stage, a distauce of about 40 feet.
